I know I met you sometime iim the past. but otherwise I know nothing about 
you except that you have* never answered any letter I have sent to you. You do 
not know me at all except that my name is on your garbage list of former human 
beings to be destroyed for an ignorant wrong committed as a result of scouting *s 
negligent training* $ou were not in your present position at the time that the 
wrongs took place or befor that when the Ridgewood - Glen Rock Council and the 
Boy Scouts of America accepted responsibility for my training and certified it 
as complete* You may mnot have even been part of the bsa executive core at the 
time the decision was made to withold the information from both boys and leaders. 
That should make it all that much easier for you to take the action that is 
required by the values that we have caught and learned. You could simply blame 
it on people unnamed and long departed* You are involved now and duraing that 
time a major unchangable policy in this area was changed. You now head all the 
people of scouting and you cannot claim that you did not know or were not here. 
You cannot go any higher in the bsa, only outside it. Do not leave this injustice 
for your successor. 

Call it an indightment of your corporation's way of doing things contrary 
to both God's Way and scouting f s ways if you like. It is, perhaps, poorly written 
but God can, and He will, rewrite it with every name, date and sin correct and 
in its propper place. If you are like other executives I have heard or talked 
to since 1980, then you do not care what God thinks of the way you live your 
life. But you will! Your corporate position will not protect your soul from your 
actions. Read this a couple of times - think about it for a few days * then go 
to a quiet place where God is. A place where no one can or will bother or inter- 
rupt you. There examine your conscience. Think of all the times you have broken 
the scout: oath and law, the laws of God and man weather knowingly or unknowingly, 
of all the laws and rules and policies of every kind that have been broken to 
bring us to where we are now, today. Decide if you are willing to be judged by 
God in the samfe" manner as you judgem condem and punish me for the results of your 
corporate crime. If you do not disqualify yourself, then requalify your victim. 
"The buck stops here' r on your desk. At least make a start at it. 

I must be nice to have a victim who trusted you and who does not have the 
finantial or even the normal physical resources to give you a real fight to the 
death over this. You have the power to continue my punishment until the" very 
last minute of my life. You can teach your hate to children and require it-of 
them and others, but you will pay for that too. YOU mr. Scout Executive, YOU 
are in a position to start the righting of wrongs that have been done. YOU hold 
a life in your hands. Will you save it as is right and in your power? Or will 
you throw it away? Throw it away, as society does today with every material thing 
it finds to be damaged, broken or found to be flawed? Will you destroy a soul 
as men do with an unwanted human being in the fetus? How will you answer God 
for the death and destruction of your victim? You may not get another chance to 
do so. 

Shortly I will visit the place where I have known the presence of my GooT~^- 
The place where my friends gather. The place where much of the work God has set 
befor me for life takes place. The place where my best friend on earth lives. N 
The place where I suspect I will die and be burried. I would do so with your / \ 
permission; or must I make other arrangments to come there?

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Befor I do, whatever it takes to have this excommunication from doing God's 
will duriung all of my lifetime lifted, removed and set aside. I do not know all 
or exactly what forms this much more public tryir.g will take, but I do not want 
to do any of it and I find it repulsive to me as a Catholic Scout. Prefering in- 
stead to work things out as if Jesus Himself were sitting there with us ( as He 
indeed is ) actively participating. But Catholic Boy Scouting is what He asks of 
me for all of my lifetime. My committment and sacred vow to Him to do so for all 
of that time, binding against all who would turn me aside. For I must " Do God's 
Will — no matter what the cost ". Are You all of one mind? Are you unaminious 
and agreed? Are you certian that I may not and never will be permitted to do the 
Will of God ever again?? Are you certian that there is : no sacrament, no sacra- 
mental, no fiat or edict, no operation, surgery or medical procedure, no fullf ill- 
able requirement, no appeal or review, no change of policy, no acceptance of God's 
Ways as comming first by and among men, no reccommendation or testamony of friend 
or otherwise, no passage of time, no change of heart, no acceptance of truth • 
instead of lies and wrongful assumptions, no meeting and discussion between, 
among and as catholic, christians and scouts — that will allow the flaw created 
by scouting 's crimes and later preceived by them as eternally damning to be forgiven 
so that I may come home, there to do God's Will? Are you certian that the death 
of your victim is the only acceptable payment for trusting as correct and complete 
my catholic education and, especially, the so certified training received from 
the boy scouts of america to do the work God created me to do? Are you certian 
that there is no way for me to ever again be in the presence of decent people of 
any age who could share and help me to do God's Will? Must the punishment for 
ignorance imposed by you be continued for all eternity? When will I have paid 
enough for the result of scouting's crimes against me and our boys? Can there be 
no justice for your victim until after my death? Are you certian that your victim's 
death is worth maintaining the fiction that scouting's power and authority is 
greater than God's? And that their victim must forever be an evil wrongdoer and 
punished forever for a one time ignorant mistake? I say it must be ended - no 
matter what the cost! For that is God's Way of men living and dealing with and 
among men. Is there no power in Heaven or on earth to' make you act as you taught 
( and had me teach ) me to settle such conflicts? 

I gave you absolutly everything I had to give, for that is the only war that 
this man can respond to what God wants of my life, and you could not give so much 
as one minute of awareness instruction over twenty five years. I did not fail in 
my obligation to seek and obtain training, or even to live by it. I was diligant 
m attendance and learning at training you offered year after year. The last time 
just the summer befor - after seven and a half weeks at summer camp you had me 
for an additional seven days and nights devoted and dedicated to scoutmaster 
leadership training exclusivly. And never so much as a single word on "or of any 
form of abuse of young people- Yet you knew that I was totally dependants what 
was shared with me by others - on your training. That I possessed no " street 
education ( smarts )" at all due to the restrictions of my disability. You accepted 
responsibility for my training and certified as to its completeness. I did not 
ask, even through lazyness or complacency, to be ignorant of this subject not 
previously encountered. I applied for that week long training even after thirteen 
years on the job of leadership. I asked for more knowlage and training not knowing 
what, if anything, was missing — and you told me that it was complete, that I 
had been given all there was to be shared concerning my health, welfare and safety 
and that of my boys. Yet you knew that you had lied. Even five years after they 
introduced me to human sexuality you still maintained that " We do not have to 
tell anyone anything about it Then several years later a complete and public 
reversal - a declaration of how very important this information is to men and boys 
and that, only after I began a public outcry as to its absence and how much that 
had hurt me and my boys. Is it important or not? Which position will you matain befor 
your God? now will you convince Him — whichever position you hold to — that 
you delt justly with John? You told me that I had all the knowlage needed to do

(yoa's work, that my twining was complete. Is there any^fcn in scouting or in 
any field of endeavor, who not knowing a specific lack, who will look for acre 
when he has been told that he has it all? Having no other option that I knew of 
I trusted you, and you delibertly left out this information. You said it was 
complete when you knew it was not. That is fraud. Fraud is a sin. Fraud is a 
crime! In asking me to do this work T work that I had already for five years or 
more known was what God wanted of me, the people of Saint Catharine's promised'-* 
me that the boy scouts of america would provide me with all I needed to know and 
all the training I needed. They never checked to see if it had indeed been done* 
another crime!. I have and had a right to this information in my training, if 
nothing else for my protection and that of my scouts* Some have said that a case 
can be made for a violation of my civil rights as well. Scouting itself and the 
Roman Catholic school system here, you yourselves taught me, even as a child* 
that it is wrongful and illegal to withold from another anything, physical equip- 
pment or knowlage^ that is important or relevant to the task that you asked 
me to do. This has been upheld time and time again by the courts. Another Crime! 
You exposed me to an occupational hazzard without my concent, without even informing 
me of the danger, without giving me a chance to decide if I wanted to risk it* 
Without the information needed and required to see and avoid it. [ With all the 
laws of God and man you have broken — How will you tell your God that you could 
not break your own corporate rules? And forgive, in word and in deed ( which is 
God's command to us TO DO ) to put this right by the very values and principals 
of His that you do teach? ] If the people around me do not share even the concept 
of child sexual abuse, then who will?? The Roman catholic school system of Saint 
Catharine's shared only an incorrect and misleading definition of sex as a penis 
inserted in a vagina, and a very strong prohibition against learning anything 
more about it. The boy scouts of america pretended that the subject of human 
sexuality did not exist at all. Its two short paragraphs in the scoutmaster's 
handbook meaningless and conveying no information to a sexually ignorant and 
inexpierenced person. It is not at all supprising that it was sexually active, 
Roman Catholic Boy Scouts who were my first introduction and only exposure to it. 
The only suprising thing is that it did not happen much* sooner, that it took so 
long. And sexually active, sinitylly and criminally immdral young people are not 
capable of giving informed concent to what they decide to do in this area. No 
matter how how much they fuck and screw to their hearts content outside the law, 
no matter who they choose to do this with, no matter how much more knowlage and 
expierence they had then I, they cannot possibly convey enough informative knowlage 
for me, or anyone else, to make and give informed concent. So who was going to 
share YOUR concept of human sexuality with me, if not you??? When does an act 
of love, care and concern - acceptable to one and all become an act of sex unac- 
ceptable and illegal? When the penis enters the vagina was the RC church's 
definition; the boy scouts of america offered no published opinion at all; the 
various states have so many varing opinions that it is impossible to be familiar 
with them all, what is in one state is not in another. Acts of love that you 
later called sex and a violent crime against my friends. I was not smart enough 
to try to hide any of my relationships with any person. Encouraged, almost daily, 
by ail and at every turn to physical and emotional closeness to all those I have 
ever worked with, even by the commandment of God, stolen by scouting " to love 
one another rf . You all watched and said nothing. Scouters, clergy, parents and 
others all had oportunity and many watched acts of love later defined by the state 
of New Jersey as aggrivated criminal sexual contact. You watched and said nothing. 
No one ever said " Hey you are molesting my child. No one ever gave any warning 
that I was doing wrong or that I could be led to an UNFORGIVABLE crime. You watched 
and said nothing. If you all know so much, why were you all so silent:? To watch 
and to say nothing, to make no verbal and/or physical attempt to stop a crime 
that you are watching is, under the law, to be as guilty as ,T he who pulled the 
trigger Guilty of a crime you watched without knowing it was taking place and 
yet you can all continue to be in the presence of scouts. Do not try to tell God 
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or man chat you did Wm know it was a wrong taking placSr I had no concept of 
this as a crime or of wrongness and you have had me damned for eternity anyway. 
How can you expect God to do otherwise for you? You kept it from me and for yourselves 
and then damned me for its lack ( yet I have always avoided all the other wrongs 
that you did tell me about. This* one too, if you had bothered even to share the 
concept of it with me.)* You are as guilty as I am judged to be. You were an 
acomplice. You also committed the crime. After the fact you told me a wrong had 
been committed. I called the law enforcement people and went to see them* They 
showed me words in a row T words in a book of laws, a book not available to the 
layman except when he already knows exactly what it is and where to find it. I 
know, I looked* Was I supposed to lie? I read English, they pointed out that this 
and that were wrong. As I was taught to and as I taught others in scouting to do, 
I said yes, I did this. I trusted you to do and to live as you had me live and 
do in an unintentional wrongdoing. Except that you failed your part, both befor 
and after. I was as guilty as any man can be WHO HAS NO KNOWLAGE, PURPOSE OR 
INTENT TO COMIT A CRIME. No crime befor man nor sin befor God was committed byme. 
I only recently learned that you can not even be indited for a crime, even the 
death of a child, if you do not have an appreciation of danger or possible danger 
to others or to yourself. You encouraged my closeness to your children* In all 
the years of my life I had no sexual instruction and no sexual interaction with 
any person, and you knew it. Of those around me, even those sexually active, 
sinning, immoral and criminal acting Roman Catholic Scouts, children that even I 
could recognize from my ( the RC church's ) concept of sex, none were called to 
answer for their wrong doings. No policeman or judge was ever heard to tT catch " 
and punish them for what even I could see was a crime. No parent or priest ever 
punished anyone for doing what they and I had been told was wrong. Not the co- 
habitator, the adulterer, the divourced ( still having sex or not ). None of the 
sex " crimes " that I knew of was ever punished. None of these people was ever 
known to be kept from being in the presence of a scout. No scouter, no scoutmaster 
or scoutmaster's advisory literature, no scout executive had ever refused advancment 
or excommunicated any such person for immoral, incorrect, illegal, sinful sexual 
behavior. There is no correct sexual behavior except within marriage and then 
only with intent to creat a new soul* We will even confer Eagle Scout on such a 
Catholic Scout this month. How could I possibly be guilty of and have an awareness 
of how wrong learning, without even knowing I was learning it, from a sexually 
active young man ( and the experts have told me that a sexually active person 
or even a person who wants to be sexually active, no matter what the age cannot, 
in the way we use the term, be molested except statutorily ) when no one ever 
punished anyone for what even I knew were wrongs ? And you still do not* When I 
had never even heard the crime mentioned, let alone discribed? You want and you 
demand compliance and adhearance to your standards without fulfilling the legal 
and moral obligations to INFORM . You taught me things and had me teach them to 
others, then you denied us the oportunity to pratice them in our own camp" — 
without an outside certified expert to take the blame if anything went wrong. 
You teach us ways to live, values that must be followed in our living with others. 
You stole them from God's Ways, yet when my friends tried to live them, you 
denied them the oportunity to do so. You prohibited the doing of what you teach 
as a must be done. The boy scouts of america is the only church in the country 
that does not call itself such- that denies its members ( and the members of 
other churches ) the right to live and act as Catholics, Christians or even as 
scouts whenever it chooses to do so. It is the only one to use the courts to 
enforce its values by making criminals of anyone who does not or even once fails 
to meet unspoken and unshared values. fT Secrets ,T in the scout executive's 
handbook ( or otherwhere ), for their eyes only* Rules and/or interpetitations' 
of standards that are not shared with 99. 9% of those in scouting or the public, 
except to destroy someone. ' T Standards ,r that you claim superceed those published 
values of scouting, the christian values of God's Holy Roman Catholic Church and 
its Pope. They superceed even the commands of God Himself. YOU , the bsa, must 
be obeyed. You would and you have imposed such standards even on an eight year 
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old. Until you instn4^and examine, examine and reinstlllt, such imposition is 
unjust. Unless you place these in litature that even an eight year old will get 
to see and more importantly, in words that even an eight year old can understand. 
Then you are contemptably unjust to all- You must give each and every person — 
of every age — a chanca to hear — a chance to know — a chance to understand — 
a chance to accept what it is that you are demanding of them and then you must 
give them a chance to demonstrate their ability to live the way you want* You 
MUST give them a chance to change, if necessary, to your way of thought, for 
living your way might be much more important to him and to God than anything 
" outside " your standards. In my case God has asked me to serve Him for a lifetime 
in Catholic Scouting; He created me for that and gave me the necessary talents 
to do that job, and that job alone. He was and continues to be answered by a 
soiem and sacred vow, " Yes Sir I will do it for all of my days. Unless it 
was or is in contridiction to the values of God as taught by the Roman Catholic 
Church, I would, and I have given up anything and everything else for the standards 
of scouting chat were shared with me. I could have and I would have, as I now do 
fight and work against any form of child abuse if I had been aware of it. To 
spend myself for my troop, that is God's will for me. But you must give each and 
everyone a chance to make an informed decision, Your way or something else. 
Compliance with all PUBLISHED values and continued inclusion in scouting or 
exclusion from it for deliberatly refusing to hold to those PUBLISHED values. 
I know that I could not have done this- wrong if I had been informed, for then 
the standards that I live by and under would have included it as wrong and it 
would not have happened. You have taken SOME of God's prohibitions and said, 
after the fact, that to break them is to be excommunicated. And yet you must use 
ALL of God f s ways, including His commands to forgive, not just those commands 
that you choose to recognize or you are just as despicable and condem yourselves 
as those you condem for breaking this or that rule of God. For you then do 
exactly what they do, that which you condem in them, you choose to ignore some 
of what He has taught. In condemming others for their failure and/or refusal to 
adhear to what you consider important, you damn yourselves ( and all those who 
blindly obey you ) for your own refusal to adhear to what God has told you He 
considers inportant. Who has the better priority of values? you or Him? You got 
exactly what your policies were set up to make. A celibate, sexually totally 
ignorant leader without any sexual expierences .or knowlage whatsoever. And that 
is, given the training and schooling I had received, the only assumption anyone 
can make of an unmarried Catholic. It is what I had beleived of all of you until 
I had my " sexual education " sessions. And sex ed for adults is not available, 
I looked for such a thing after I had done wrong — looking to see if I could 
have found out about this and have avoided doing wrong. I could find no such 
classes or training. Only a referral to a special research program allowed me 
to get this information academically after the wrong showed that I did" not know 
enough about it. I attended sexual education classes that most of you wo«£d have 
refused. Absolutly every sexual expierence of all participants was laid out for 
all to see, most digusting. Yet if you had told me that such a class was required 
or important or even simply relevant to my work in Catholic Scouting, I would 
have taken it. You made no examination of my sexual knowlage ( or expierence ). 
An exam I would surely have " failed ,T . You did not even provide a list of 

required reading fr that would have provided information [ Such as ffj state 
laws ( what about other states)] that you were too cowardly to provide or 
discuss in any training session or school classroom. By the rules I follow, the 
only thing you could have had was what you built — a sexually ignorant and 
inexpierenced celibate person wide open for an introduction to human sexuality, 
even by young people. And my introduction it was and the only interactive expierence 
in my life, and while I cannot change that I cannot repeat it. And a celibate, 
now sexually informed and educated, still without any other expierence is all 
you will ever have. Even if God sends a woman to help me with His work in Catholic 
Scouting, and I married her, the rules I am required to follow would continue 
to demand celibacy. For even in marriage intent to procreate is required for sex 
to be right. And that cannot ever happen, for I am sterile. Even though expressed 
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human sesxuality is of having a healthy mind and bWtf t God's Church's rules 

would require celabacy. Unless you provided the information academically as 
necessary for God's work that I was and must do, or unless you contend that I 
MUST break the laws that I know of, to have an understanding of those I know 
nothing about and have no concept of. In which case you are demanding and/or 
advocation sin and crime. At your request I brought you from that sex ed expieerence 
an evaluation from research experts in the field of child sexual abuse that put 
the chances of a reoccurance at less than five percent, That was their insurance 
— a cover our backsides figure and that evaluation was more than six years ago. 
If it were done today by the same people who took the time to know me and to hear 
and to accept the truth* it would be a zero* You asked for that evaluation and 
promised an impartial and unbiased review and yet you pronounced your sentance 
of eternal damnation without, that hearing and befor you could have received the 
evaluation let alone taking the time to consider it. Without knowlage or expierence 
I was guaranteed * 100.00% to have an incorrect introduction to human sexuality 
from the first persons who offered it, just like every one of the rest of you, 
sooner or later, and you knew it. How can a person of 100% chance of making an 
ignorant mistake be acceptable to and in the presence of his fellow scouts for 
twenty five years and the same person, informed and educated, even with that fT less 
than 5% (t be not acceptable, even eleven years later, to people, each and every 
one of you human and thus fallible ( despite your pretentions of infallibility ), 
Unacceptable to other scouts, young and old, each and every one of whom have their 
own sexual learning expierences. Expierences outside the laws of both God and 
man. J^xpierences that, knowing and not caring, for many are considered by God 
and His Church to be wrong and immoral and eternally damning. Which person is 
more or most deserving of forgivness and which most deserving of eternal condemnation? 
The man, woman or child who cares about " law and order n and about holding to 
God's and mans' laws and comits a crime without knowing it or the person who 
knows that rT this is wrong and to what degree " but does it anyhow?? Which crime 
is the greateater one? One that has been shared, spoken of and prohibited or a 
similiar one that has never been discussed or shared? Which person deserves the 
punishment? He who commits the spoken of crime or he who conmmits the one never 
spoken of? None of you ever asked those around you to put aside your sexual 
wrongdoings of learning or otherwise. You did not have to ask for a chance to 
show that you could live to what you had finally learned and understood. You took 
it. This is the last time that I am going to ask privatly, polightly and peacfully 
for a chance to do so. I am going to take it like you did, I will make the 
opportunities. After all YOU decided that I was not to be included in those with 
the need to know. YOU decided that the world would be a better place and better 
off without me having this information. I am going to stand up in public and ask 
your victims by name — are you better off for having this happen? I will stand 
up in public and tell the world what you have done to me and to my troop and what 
I have done to make restitution and effect reconcilliation. Hy money is no-good 
to you as a performance bond or otherwise, my physical labor is unacceptable to 
you, my demonstrations of having lived with this '* new fT information does not 
satisify you at all. How will you satisify your God? I will TAKE my chance as 
you did, as your ( and mine ) God given right, to live and interact with my fellow 
scouts without continuing to do wrong. A man can be responsible for the unintent- 
ional death of another, even one of his scouts and suffer no punishment, he can 
kill with more knowlage purpose and intent then I possessed in caring too much 
for my boys And be punished for a lesser time. He could be negligant ( as you 
were ) and still be free to come and go among other scouts. Catholic Scouting 
here admits no unbiased and impartial hearing or discussion of the facts presented 
and the truth exposed - even the befor mentioned murderers get that much from 
their family, no appeal, no presentation of new evidence or even the acceptance 
of the truth is permitted. Required by God and prohibited by businessmen. No 
lessening of the punishment or lifting of the excommunication from doing God's 
Will will be permitted until death takes me. How will you convince your God that 
my ignorant crime and sin ( as you see it ) deserves more and greater punishment 
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chen your deliberate §s? I did not and I do accept arAore importantly I do 
live co the values shlRd and imposed on me by being a cffhoiic Scout. I have 
lived and honored them all of my life. Where have they supposed to have gone by 
my incorrect introduction to human sexuality? If all my values were erased by 
my learning of human sexuality from children, then ail of yours went too and must 
be considered co be absent also. As you have had your values " reinstalled rr so 
shall I and my presence among my fellow scouts reinstalled. I still hold them 
and I still share them with others, including children and scouts despite your 
contention that one ignorant wrong has left me totally and completely without 
them. You set aside your own failings, sexual and otherwise, you live your life 
pretending to all that they never happened. You overlook them in yourselves and 
in those close that are close to you. Tou will overlook them in me for I must do 
God s Will for my lifetime. Are you still certian that the death of your victim, 
my death, is the only way that you will set aside my human fallibility, my learning 
of human sexuality from sexually active Roman Catholic Boy scouts? Are you certian 
that it is the only way I may continue to live life? 

How long can any of you justify befor God my continuing punishment for an 
ignorant mistake? How can any person who was not directly and personally involved 
justify it? Even with the first hand information that none, not even our pastors 
has bothered to ask me for? How can any man, woman or child ever justify the 
punishment of another for the results of corporate crimes committed against that 
person? Is there no one in scouting, catholic or otherwise, who remembers how 
far outside the laws of God and of man, how totally and completely immoral their 
own introduction to human sexuality was and the eternal- damnation that you face 
and place on your own soul for your condemnation of me or anyone else for that 
very same thing? Who stopped immediately upon being advised of such ? How can 
you be forgiven by God for your sexual wrongdoings when you will not forgive 
even an unintentional wrong doing of mine? God has promised it — you will not 
have it if you will not grant it to all who ask it of you .And I ask it again of 
you all. And God does not lie at ail. Is there any man woman or child in Catholic 
Scouting who would let ANYONE (this type doesrit go big enough) even your God, 
hold your introduction to human sexuality and your other sexual sins and crimes 
( as defined by both God and man ) against you for year after year? Yet you have 
held mine against me for more then eleven years. The boy scouts of america has 
prohibited some of you who would from acting as Catholics, as christians and 
even as scouts. Is there none who would insist that the publically accepted and 
published values of boy scouting be followed by scout executives as well? For 
they not only claim to be part of scouting, but dictate and punish others for not 
following those very same values. Is there none in scouting in this community 
or in the world who will stand up to them and insist that the ways of Jesus Christ 
MUST be allowed to be lived and followed even by those who are scouts? After all 
it is God who created them and to whom their souls belong. It is God to whom their 
first responsibility lies. rou gave me standards to live by. Standards and 
alues that you claimed were God's or that you stole from those that were~"from God. 
I lived to each and every one of them that you shared with me, I avoided all the 
wrongs that you shared with me, and yet you damn me for that which you selfishly 
kept for yourselves. A high paied scout executive ( who rarely sees a boy ) can 
have the protection of this knowlage, while the voulenteer Scoutmaster who spends 
a couple of thousand hours a year with his boys is not permitted to have it for 
his protection or that of his boys. GET OFF YOUR FAT, LAZY, COWARDS' kSSES AND 
LIVE IT YOURSELVES ! For if you do not God will damn you for all eternity for YOUR 
failure to live and to follow His values that you teach. Jesus had a phrase for 
hypocrits like that. He called them whited sepulcurs - living corruption and He 
expressed open contempt for such people. Just as you have damned me for what you 
preceive as my deliberate failure to follow your values. No, one can, except accidently, 
live to values they never heard of and for which they have no concept. They are 
not learned or understood until they are taught and shared. There is no man, 
woman or child with two digits in their age who can survive a judgement by God 
or by man that you have made of me, based souly on it happened. That it happened 
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that: my introduction tfcuman sexuality was incorrect is^Hl that matters to you. 
Few people, if any have any choice about their first introduction to any subject, 
especially this one, when they had not set out to find out about that subject in 
the first place. Be sure and certian that God will judge you in exactly the same 
way — it happened — so go to hell. No good you have ever done, no good you are 
capable of doing in the future will or is allowed to be counted to lessen or to 
cancell that damnation — for IT HAPPENED! Is there no man or boy amoung mv 
fellow scouts who will forgive what I learned from young people? Who will deal 
with me on a regular, continuing and daily basis as a human being and fellow Scout? 
That despite a godless corporation's prohibition against doing so, without burying 
me first? Is my death the only penance that will let you live with me as God 
demands of all of us? Including Scouts • 

X absolutly and catagorically refuse to live and to be the God damned law 
breaking wrongdoing criminal that you all insist is my only place in and throughout 
my lifetime befor my fellow scouts just because my first and only sexual expierence 
came from sexually active Roman Catholic Scouts. I am just as capable of learning 
and living within what I have learned as any of the rest of you are. But it had 
to be shared with me first. No matter how often or how many of you lie about me, a 
lie that God has promised to destroy you for. Be you priest, scout executive, 
parent or other, I absolutly will not live as that kind of person for I am not 
and will not be anything less then a respected praticing, Roman Catholic Scout. 
I absolutly and catagorily refuse to tell my God to go to hell. Catholic Scouting 
here finds that easy to do, turning their backs on His commands. And then all 
demand that I do it too. When I am ready to deny my God, ready to bow to man's 
will befor God's Will, when I am ready to commit the greatest wrong that I could 
ever possibly do, then I will do it to His face. And you will all know it, for 
you will have to bury the body that gets left behind on that kind of trip. You 
have taken my life and damned my soul over something that was never important 
enough to ever or even mention — befor the fact. You kept it from me, knowing 
that you would damn me for its lack. And I am going to take it back. Life is the 
living and doing of what God asks. The following of His ..commandments which are 
the ONLY rules written in stone and in living all the teachings of His Son Jesus 
Christ* And just as important, or even possibly more importsnt in the doing of 
that unique task that He creats each and every one of us to do for Him. Mine is 
in Catholic Scouting in Glen Rock. Already as dead as any body burried in a grave, 
even if he gains the world - is anyone who does not hear or hearing, does not do 
That which God asks of him. tfo man can countermand what God has asked of me nor 
can he change te gifts and talents God gave me to do it. Neither can any man set 
aside or change my answer in the most soul binding way that anv man can say yes 
and acknowlage any committment to God or to a man. It is the ONLY thing that I 
HAVE to DO in life. As God's task, the only thing that I value at all. .Having 
been taught and knowing from expierence the complete, total, and absolute futility 
of trying to live any kind of life that does not include the daily living^and 
activly doing of God's Will. There is no time, nor will there ever be time in 
any day for anything else until it is accomplished. I have asked you to live to 
the standards that you have taught and imposed on me, and you have told me to 
go to hell, I did not learn them, I did not accept them, I did not live them as 
best I knew how, I did not - at your request - teach them to others, and I most 
certianly did not make them work for others to have any man, corporation or even 
my Church tell me that they may not and cannot be used for me, by me and between 
me and my fellow scouts. I am going to make them work for me no matter what the 
cost. I have gotten down on my knees and publically asked you to forgive my intro- 
duction to human sexuality, and you have told me to go to hell. Yet our God has 
commanded that we must forgive in word and in deed. I have asked you to forgive, 
to let me come home, there to do God's Will by sharing His Word, His Way, and 
His world through and with those in Catholic Scouting. Tell me no today and I 
will ask you again tomorrow. For it is all that I have or value — ALL THAT I 
WILL EVER ASK OF ANY MAN — to do His Will quietly till the last day of my life. 
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As even our pastor ( a^fcchurch, ani Jesus ) has exhorte^fe to do, I will ask 
it again and again until I am successful in doing it. I will never accept NO from 
a corporation chat can commit crime when, if and as it pleases - against me, my 
troop or others -admiting its wrongdoing and refusing to pay for it. You will not 
be able to refuse God"s ,r request " for payment! If I do not have with me or 
display a printed sign, if I do not have the appliances necessary to make this 
broken body kneel ( and therefor do not do so ), still you will know and hear my 
plea just by seeing me. When will I have paid enough for scouting"s crimes? 
Forgive me, and let me come home/ I will make special efforts to find opportunity 
to do so. When you go to and from church and rectory. When you leave your office 
for lunch or the day. When you gather together for a meeting or a weekend trip 
and at camp. When the parish gathers together. Even if I do not see you, you will 
know and hear my plea to forgive each and every day of our lives. Using excerpts 
or perhaps all of this letter I will ask it of every household in Ridgevood, Glen 
Rock and parts of Fairlawn. I will ask them and others to ask it of you also. I 
will, as also you must do, do God's Will no matter what the cost! And I will do it. 
For I am as adamant , steadfast and unyeilding in living for that which my God 
created me to do for Him as you are in serving Satan, who also thought he was 
as good as God, by keeping me from doing it* 

It must be nice to deliberatly creat a flaw in another and then to damn him 
for all eternity in the same breath as that in which you first inform him of that 
flaw. And then to quote company policy and missinformed public opinion as the 
reason why you must not and never will pay for the crimes that you have committed 
and admitted.

God does not ask of anyone of us the impossible. That which nay appear to be impossible, the 
very d i fficu lt, yes. But He always provides us with whatever is necessary to do it* And the doing 
of what He asks, His will, is one of the cornorstoies of my faith, my religion as a Reman Catholic- 
Si n c e childhood we are admonished to hear film and to obey Him at any cost. Even if those about us 
revile us and take our life for doing so. Any who refuse to hear Sis will for themselves will find 
the gates of Heaven closed to them. Those who hear and refuse to do His will or sake and accept 
excuses for turning their backs on Him are doubly damned. Those who oppose and interfear with His 
will are in trouble too. There is no ignoring or substituting other "things to do' r without accepting 
eternal dannaticn for my failure to hear and obey His will* living life is to be centered around 
the doing of His will, His way. For this Catholic Scout to live is to give every thing I have, every 
minute of every day to Catholic. Scouring in Glen Rock. No exceptions, no excuses, nothing else 
permitted unless and until my conscience is satisfied that I have given all I have to give to it* 
Since my elev enth birthday ( thirty years ) I have given my troop all that I have to give. Befor, 
aurning and AFTER, the time of my mistake did I do so.

The only real joy 
happiness, peace or contentment I have known throughout the l^st thirty years: found in serving Him 
in Catholic Scouting which originally made my faith come alive, understandable and livable. I never 
complained about all the things I couldn't or wasn't allowed to do* like not being permitted to go 
to PhUnrot as a boy or as a leader of our council's yearly crew. Eventually I tock own troop 
there, not once, but twice and may yet do so again. It did not matter, I had His work to do. I did 
not even complain that just after I caught polio they found out how to prevent it. But I can, I do, 
and I will co mp la in to and about those ijncaring people about me in Catholic Scouting who knew of, 
understood the importance of and yet refused to vculentariiy share any infoimation on human sexuality 
and entire subject and its relation to any form of child abuse. You & they knew about it and hew 
to prevent sans of it through education and knowlage and you did absolutly nothing about it except 
to hide all knowlage and infonmticn about it. You saved all that infeoation for after the wrong 
had been dene. For the lack of that informatim you have taken me from the presence of God on this 
earth that I have found only at our camp Yaw few. You have danned me for its lade and will, by your* 
expressed future actions toward me, prevent me from ever canning into the presence of my God; and 
that is what the trial of living life on earth is for. If I cannot go there, why should I bother 
to live it? God rarely repeats His call, His request to perform a certian task ( 8e it a one shot 
short time or a lifetime long job ) for Him. Just about two and one half years agp He reminded me 
in no uncertian terms that Be still wants ma to serve Him in Catholic Scouting here at Saint Catharine's 
and camp Yaw Paw. There is no doubt about this whatsoever in my mind. The power, strength, imperativeness 
( here I lade the right word ) of this command is such that I will defy anyone and everyone - our 
church, the 3SA, our courts to do this for HIM. You have already taken all that has value to me in 
this life, so you lack any threat that might make me tell Him to go to hell. I will die befor I turn 
my back on that which He asks of me and trying to do it! There is no power of man that can prevent 
me from doing so. You people taught us how to live and react to others, yet when you found that sane 
were living rightly by God and Scouting r s way you stopped them. Thai you barred me fronm vcric on a 
weekday in camp Yaw Paw. YCU, not me, as our council executive has puhlically said, brought: this out 
in the open, publisc, when you prohibi.ted the easier, cheaper and more private ways of putting a 
wrong in the past within the local scouting family; prohiMting the ways have been taught to live 
and required to both teach to and require of others. When I was working hard in camp my conscience 
was almost satisfied, not quite, but almost. I was, as every one of the thousands of befor hours 
had been, working for the boys of my troop as well as others.

This year on opening, closing and visitors day of Scc$ct camp.Begging them 
to permit me in the presence of my fellow scouts ? 

Mist I again stand outside the public park(s) where Hcndyke Derby, Camparee, Scooter recognition 
dinner, golf outing and other council events for young and old are to be held. Biblically asking 
&sr their forgiveness ? 

Mist I kneel, if I can make this body kneel, outside our church through all six of its masses 
on each and every cos of our Holy days and a few that are not quite so holy throughout all the rest 
of my days. Asking my troop members and those who sponcer our troop to put aside an Incorrect learning 
expierence of seven years ago. To live and give Roman CatixxLic direction to the units they spencer ?

There also in church (and elswnere) to continuously remind those young and old in scc*iting 
that their obligations to live as Roman Catholics, as the priest may hafce just said from the pulpit 
a minute ago, come frcm God and take presedent over the "orders" of others and that they cannot be 
set aside by judge, corporation oar majority vote of man ? In other words must I publicaltf throw our 
religion at them all, as is my duty as a Catholic ? / 

Mist I try to get cur Cardinal and our new Bishop to address the people of our church, cur troop's 
sporK^ring insrimticn ? Asking then frcm their position, to remind our people that the way and will 
of God superseedes any invention or excuse of man. John Cardinal O'Connor has puhlicaliy cn TV stated 
a reminder to all that life is not lived as a business, Catholics must live it a different way - 
God's way. is aorsascn, purpose, excuse arjustiftocicn far my life except for ^ Co serve 
Him in Catholic Boy Scouting in Glen Rode as He has commanded of me. This is laying life. ? 

Upon the death of my mother, whenever that may be, must I sell the house that I must have to 
live in and live in the street, using the money to bring troop, church, school, local and national BSA 
to justice. To gain a chance to do as God demands of me ? To give all that I have in the doing of 
His will is a of my faith. I have no need of anything whatsoever if I am not 

doing so. I will tell our new pastor, as I told the old, that he has till the afternoon of Christinas 
eve to help work out a c x iii pm i n fle between total envolvement and excamunication, such as getting 
work day camp Yaw Paw open to me again, or I will, as a solem vow befor God, so spend my inheritance 
far God's will instead of leaving it to troop and caup Yaw Raw ? 

Mist I bring your ' 'business pratices", so contrary to the public image of scouting and so thoroughly 
explained by your Mrv Scfcolskvj to- public attention ? How afraid you are to share needful informtiLai, 
prefering instead to 'tec such things as child abuse bappeba rather then to share informticn cn it 
with your voulenteers ~ new paid " scouts ir trade cn the image made by the much greater percentage 
of voulenteers and young men ? Those paid not being requires to speak or live to the scout oath, 
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shows as sane think that I should do ? 

Mist I cry to walk J» here to Regional Headquarters in >few Bewick 7 Probably finirfring 
up in my wheelchair, as 5P>ilic demonstration of my faith ? And wl^Phat fan* ail the way to your 
office in Texas ? That should be good gor over a year of weekly updates cn the nightlv news ? 

Hist I endure jail and the death that awaits me there for obeying my Gcd and trying to do His 
will ? As payment to you for not knowing about human sexuality which your policy and that of the 
Reman Catholic School system demands will not be shared with anyone until after they have mde a 
oastakB in ignioance of it ? And when you have gotten me incarserated for living ray faith and for 
asking my fellow scouts to forgive and put aside what I first learned from our young sexually active 
scouts (and could not have learned if it had been shared by others) , Mist I then contact every* 
housenold in two and one half towns to tell than of it aid how little you think of your own teachings 
and those of Jesus Christ, our God and His church. How you did not give a dam for my health and 
safety or for that of those God sends me to work wityh throughout all of ray life ?? 

Mist I continue to endure hell cn earth and the sentence of eternal darmticn to fallow to * 
satisfy the vengance of the heartless, soulless, conscienceless, Godless businessmen who ^t^r^j 
me and trained me and yet delibertly and purposfully left out any and all inf ooatioa aa an area 
in which you are so willing to pass such a sentence for the single mistake of Iramipg of it from 
the wrong people ? Even if it is your most cherished hatred and bigotry, unpublically required by 
the BSA to be lived and acted by all, YOJ DID NOT BOIHER TO TEACH U and even if you did I still 
could not support it or live it because the values of scouting and church prohibit such a response 
to a fellow hiraen being. For as I do to ray brother, so is it that I do to my God. 

When I am family ( and that coaming sooner then any will admit, I think ) confined to a wheel- 
chair, must I plead my cause from its back as I have, and will cxntinut to do, frcm the back of my 
jackets and car ? 

And when you destroy Reman Catholic Scouting in Glen Rock, binning m r instead of rightfuly 
yourselves who can't be bothered to live to your own ideals and those of Jesus Christ. Bowing to 
the power of manned his money befor the way of Jesus Christ and His Holy Ream Catholic. Church. 
Oowiiling to lar the world see your continued hipocracy and hatred toward m your victim, unwilling 
to continue your lies to our children who are lousing their values because of the people like your- 
selves who can always find an excuse for putting your values aside instead of holding to any .«™m 
reason for living them. Mast I then, when ycu have destroyed it, paint the <?ign<s on the sides of my 
car that I have already purchased the imterials for ? " Help me bring Roam Catholic Soy Scouting 
back to Glen Rock Jcto 201 445 0361 " ?? 

These and any other ways that I cm think of or am reminded df dn church or elswhere, to put 
aside your axriairatioa of me, a ca xfegn a t ijobn that dans only yourselves, I have and/or will do. 
Singularly aad/or in canhi natio n, repatatively. Far no effort is too great to put out in doing God's 
will. No threat. will stop me frcm doing or trying to do it. I have every minute of all the rest of 
my life to devote to doing it. Be that thirty minutes, or thirty to fourty years. For I will be 
accepted and permtted in* the presence of decent human beings, young and old. Human beings who can 
and will share with me the task God has assigned to me for my salvation. 

A standard and teaching of the Catholic Scouting ccmajnity of GLen Rock; A person who has done 
wrong is given a chance by those around him. If he did wrong through ignorance and/or inexperience, 
he must be informed and he MET be given that chance. If he was asked by others to do a task, without 
being fully informed by then of possible dangers and all pertinent information not given the 
proper physical and mental tools to do the job in safety to himself and others (as in my case) then 
it is a binding- moral (and very often legal) obligation on tfese(*fc> failed him and caused him harm 
to accept respo nsibi lity for the harm he did and received and help him back to the respect of his 
fellows.

or even want to know any acre about it until you are married*" one who had NO interest in sesc as 
he knew it then ( and new as I know it, even less) , one who for ten years of his life, frcm eight 
to eighteen, was pushed, pulled, streched, moved, bandeled and touched by others, very often by 
strangers never seen befcr or since, in therapy without anyone ever telling him that each and every 
one of those (ai times) twice daily sessions ranfcrineri instances of "aggravated sexual contact" 
one who for about the oast fifteen years had such contacts in the presence of young and old with 
the ycxmger people without cannent, question or warning, cue who was encouraged in his closeness 
with our young people in many ways by the very parests who now fear him. As an ccrricent, perfect 
huttsn being I should know this and that to tough another is to have sex with them and everything 
else about every nuance and ranriflrarim of sex without benifit of any instruction. You expect such 
a person to be fully conversant with all raro.fications and concepts of a subject you declare to be 
"not to be spoken of" policy I Tour policy will damn you and all who hide behind it. You reserve 
the right to prevent all rii ss ffrri n ation of such inf carnation while publically gainraining that you 
have the right to damn those who make rmsraskes in ignorance of it* By our own standards, yours is 
the gtrUfeLt. Yours wiM be the punishment, if you do not put it right in this life. Yours is the 
discrpd lt ati on in the sight of others. You should share the civil sentance, the excamuniratLcn from 
God and man and the terror and tourment that that excamimcatim brings, You won't be able to hide 
behind policy when each and every one of you who condems me stands naked and alone before your God 
in judgement. With the obligation to forgive others canes the ri£^T(and for a Catholic the obligation) 
to ask them to forgive me. I will each and every day of ay life, seeking public oportunaties, until 
it is granted in words and actions, ask my fellow scouts frcm troop 27 and Camp Yaw few to forgive 
me and accept my presence ancung themselves, for the chance that our teachings say we oust give others. 
I will do so even if I roust ask it frcm sick or death bead or frcm the side of the road. This right 
you granted when you obliged me to forgive the wrong that is done me by others and deal fairly with them* 

A standard and teaching of the Catholic Scouting cenmunity of Glen Sock: If I an called upon 
and required to judge another ( something I should really leave to God ) I must do so oily on the 
circumstances of his life* Mot on what others want ma to say of hini Mot en what others who have 
sirailarily dene wrong have done before durning or afdter, or why. But only this perscn and then to 
respond with love and forgiveness; the good of the whole life most usually outweighing the onetime 
wrong* The ignorant having no moral responsibility for their wecng and cannot be condemned for it, 
even if they are legally punished for it under the law* I will continue to ask my fellow Catholic 
Sccuts to ^udge, re judge, me if they must, oily on the circuiEtances of M MY life and to respond 
to me as Catholic Scouts. To ask for and hear the truth and all the information from me and not the 
lies and rm\ss1 reformation that have been spoken by othess. Your paid scout executive here has born 
false wrritness against me in an informal meeting befor out town judge who claims to be king w6 the 
hiH here, for that he will pay befor his God. But I wonder, if he could lie befor a judge, then 
it is likely that he has and will do so verbally and/or in writing befor others* I shall make as 
many enqui r es to see if he could be held for liable and/or stinder as I can. If he dees so under 
oath, he will surely be dvally punished for purgery. Bow he had the shere brazen balls to call in 
his victim befor a "judge for living as the people here have and do teach and RHJURED me to teach 
and require of our young and for publically objecting (he didn't want to leave it in private) to 
being victnMzed by others who never gave me a fair (informed) chance in this nor a damn about the 
subject until afterwards, I will never know* I will continue to ask then to respond as Catholics, 
hearing the word of and the way of their God as greater and befor the word of people like yourself 
and even our departing pastor, who would (could, did and dio) lead them, as in the frmtpuiece of 
cur church bulletin that is enclosed, away frcm God and in unjustified rejection of one of their 
own family. 

Bow is it that in an organization whose spoken oath, an oath mwd you for all except those who 
say not speak one quite so easily, though I have never taken it except as very seriously, an oath 
that puts duty to God befor duty to country and everything else, there is oo room for God's way ? 
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both God and money. Efaw do you explain to the people in scouting who have heard God's word chat they 
must give up or at least putApde, their religion to continue to be ajtout ? That there is rx> roan 
for Gcd's yay t or for that ARer for the ways of living as a scout inVs natter ? That your way 
the way of a businessman superseeds those other ways in living their lives and their response to 
me. You put down and aside those who react with human ccmpassicn as Christian human beings saying 
give him a chance in scouting if it is so important to him". Those who have said that they would 
go so far as to help me run cur troop and the support of scan of those you call my vNdctims" the 
support of these carries no weight or consideration at all. Will ydft when they are raiw to judgment, 
stand forth befor God and accept as yours the punishment that is theirs for failing to live as they 
knew they must, but didn't because you prevented them frcm doing so ? Or will you leave them to pay 
for not having dene what they knew as right - as you still try to get me to pay far your negligence ? 
I mean those like Ray Banta my closest friend, our Ranger at Camp Yaw Paw, your employeee. He knows 
hew he must respond as a Scout, ffe knows hew he oust, respond as a Christian. Yet you will not let 
him. I cannot even cone into his presence, for he is a Scout and lives in cano and you have prohibited 
him fran associating with me.

He tried to 
act as he knows that he must, being a leader to others in giving me a fiance, a ?i*r* at his side 
durning the first four and one half years afterward. Then you banned m fran his presence and I do 
not knew what threats or whatever you made against Mm. Will you pay him and others who would respond 
like him for their mental tennoil, unhappiness, dissiilusicaDent and disgust with the businessmen 
who can and do so easily put Jesus Christ in the trash can and destroy one of their own to avoid 
admitting they made a mistake and doing the right thing (by our published standards) about it. Db 
any of you ever listen to, read or understand your own ceremonies and publications. like the Fagla 
ceremcny the other night, our Vigil and other Ok ceremonies ? Don't they mean anything to any of 
you who do not consider yourselves bound by oath or laws of God or man. Chly by your business creed? 
Befor your God your own published ideals, attitudes, values spctei and instilled in others that you 
refuse to hold yourselves to will dam you and your corporation wcn f t be there to take the olane. 
If you truely belexve what you teach, thai hew can anyone of you lock yourself in a mixrar knowing 
that ycu will not live to it ? 

toen the time comes that I find myself being sent fo jail for my God over this ( for civil 4 
disobedience is all you seen to be leaving to me and it is therefor justified ) I will publically 
adc at least the following two questions of all in our towns. Mast 1 be found dead in our caip 
and be laid out there for all my friends to see by my friend our ranger; is my death the only penance 
or right of purification acceptable to my fellcw Reman Catholic Scouts frcm Saint Catharine's far 
learning fran their sexually active young men what no one else considered important enough to ever 
speak of in my presence ? few will any of you, frcm the young people do up, ever fy> your God having 
held this against me all of my life ? All Christians still ask God to forgive then as' they forgive 
others, I not an other ? Do you want Him to deal fairly with you ? Do ycu not mean your words 
of prayer? The young people can fuck and screw to their hearts content, inside and outside the laws 
of God and man without consequence. They can even have shared it with me without receiving eternal 
damnation. You will all forgive yourselves, your children, each other for the wrong you did in the 
learning of human sexuality and/or the first expierencing of it. Yet you will not forgive John for 
doing so. Bit. you will still expect God to do so for you ? You can accept and forgive those who have 
shewn the greatest form of hate that there is, they have taken the Mfe of another huran being.

I AM a Scout and part of Catholic Scouting in GLen Rock, Bart of the Scouting and Catholic families 
that will always have responsibilities tfib me. feftth or without a piece of paper to say so cr the 
acceptance of my presence by sane of them. That Is God's will for me while I live ma this earth and 
I cannot and will not put it aside for any reason. If I had no faith, no deeply ingrained religious 
values to hold me to it, them those values and ideals from Scouting would hold me to it no matter 
what* Fortunately I have then both .for my salvation lies in and with Oattolic Scouting and those of 
it in Glen Rock. I did not cease to be either Scout or Catholic, nor did I stop beleiving the vafcues 
and idPR? s of living as Scout or Catholic because I unknowingly learned something in an illfffif manner 
from ou£jcung men. hhen someone cones against a total unknown situation they often blunder until 
they understand mf, especially if others have deliberately withheld it frcm you* I know that you can 
destroy me totally. Corporations are notoriously known to be especially good at that, dm ling with 
people as figures and statistics to be destroyed at will instead of as human beings. But is it worth 
desperately denying your own creed and that of our Lord God Jesus Christ and His Holy Roman Catiiolisr 
Qiurch.

John Deneke had parked his vehicle at the entrance to Camp 
Yaw Paw on the opening day of summer camp in July 1986. Again, 
he had his vehicle parked at the entrance to the Duck Pond in 
January 1 987 for the Klondike Derby and Gold Rush Days . Signs 
in his vehicle read, "St. Catharine's * BSA Troop 27. Please 
forgive me. Let me come home". 

Barry Burke explained how John's presence around the Church 
and the Troop meetings are affecting him in leading the Scouts 
in the Troop. John also wears a jacket to -Jlass each Sunday with 
the same ahove wording on it. 

Judge Thornwall told John Deneke to remove the signs from 
his vehicle and from his jacket. He also told him to stay away 
from the Ridgawood-GI en Rock Council, Troop 27 and Scouting in 
general .

In response to your letter concerning John Deneke, let me 
share some facts that may help you help John. 

In May of 1980 John pleaded guilty to three counts of Sodomy, 
I came to this Council in June of 198K In September of 1981 
John came into my office telling me he had taken medical treat- 
ment and was cured. He wanted me to allow him to come back into 
Scouting and be the Scoutmaster of his old Troop 27. I told him 
that this was not my decision, but that of the Boy Scouts of 
America. I told John what steps needed to be taken for rein- 
statement, but did not offer him much hope. The Soy Scouts of 
America take a very hard stand in matters such as this. 

Time passed and each year at Christmas John would send a 
letter to the Scout Office and to Monsignor Holmes, Pastor at 
St. Catharine's, which sponsors Troop 27. : ~ During 1 384* unbeknownst 
to me, John was going up to Camp and working on some of the con- 
struction projects. One of my Soard members found out about this 
and got very upset. The Council President and I hand delivered a 
letter to John telling him that he could not participate in any way 
in Scouting in this Council. I also outlined again what steps he 
could take for reinstatement. 

This time John followed my advice and went through our Regional 
and National offices. A letter was sent to the U.S. A* from John's 
doctor indicating that he was 90% cured, jjf he continued to take 
his medication. The 3.S.A. and I both agreed that to work with 
boys (Scouts), 90% is not good enough, and who will monitor him 
taking his medication. 

You see, John only wants, or will accept, one thing - that is, 
being Scoutmaster of Troop 27. Monsignor Holmes has made it 
perfectly clear to John, that will never happen. Currently, we 
have an excellent Scoutmaster at Troop 27.

At Christmas time 1934, Monsignor Holmes and I received our 
usual letter from John. However, this letter was different; it 
had strong tendencies towards suicide. Monsignor Holmes met with 
John over a period of several weeks trying everything he knew to *' 
get John to seek medical attention. John did not and has not done 
so . 

This Christmas John, for whatever reason, went public with 
his letter. He sent that 16 page letter to approximately 35 people. 
I and Mons i gnor Hoi me s did our best to keep this situation quiet. 
John has really hurt himself by going public. People that received 
this letter have said that this man is sick and should never be 
allowed in Scouting in any way. Recently, he has put signs on his 
vehicle out in front of Church on Sunday. Now, all the Scouts and 
parents currently in Troop 27 know about John and what he did. Just 
about the whole town of Glen Rock knows. 

If you want to help John, the only suggestion I can make Is for 
you to get John medical help. I can not help him. If there was 
ever a chance of him being involved in Scouts, that chance is gone 
now because of his letters and other actions.

Copies, 1 - 2 - 86 or as seen as ready, to all I have known here in scouting since 1956, anyone 
whose name I can think of and whose address I can confirm. 

I would that this letter will be shared with others in the council and parish by those who reed it 
and hopefully with all through newsletter and bulletin. Failing that, the apology sent in to be 
printed in the newspaper ( reproduced below signature ) will have to suffice until I can obtain 
the council and parish railing lists or the resources to nail blindly to every dwelling in Ridgewood, 
Glen Rode and parts of Fair lawn. 

Trust. Without canainicatian, exchange of information, ideas, values, etc* there can be none 
in any area. And yet throughout all my life you have required rae to accept this, that and whatever 
cn trust - on faith. Bounding it heme, over and over again durning thirteen years of Catholic 
school educaticn and each and every Sunday since. Unfortunately, in most things, that is the only 
way in which I cane to knew and accept things* Ch trust. I lad the peer pressure/ the interaccLcn 
with others and often the opartuniti.es which would have caused me to learn or to question what I 
have taken on trust. Fhysical restrictions effectively " grounded " me at age seven ( So that I have 
and knew almost nothing of running, jumping, hanging out, interacting and carpeting with my peers 
except against and within the standards of Catholic scouting.) and I could rarely go out on my own 
or with others without an adult along to provide transportation and hense supervision. Think hew 
you or your child would have reviled at that. Day after day and year after year, And think cn its 
effect- But it did not natter to me for I have scouting. You paint a special space for me to park 
in. Why? Extend that way back to when I didn't even have my own car. I had more freedom of movement 
in time and space at six and seven years of age then I did in the rexz fifteen years of life. Learning 
very early hew to " entertain " myself until the next scouting event came along, usually ( and still ) 
just going cn hold or standby, the time inbetween usually of very little value or importance. Even 
in school, required to stay, without company, by myself durning most every " social oportunity " 
( lunch, recess, etc. ). My one real cut was and continues to be scouting. I have had to take many 
things strictly cn the trust I was forced to place in other's instruction, most often without any 
oportunity to question that information or use it for 5, 10, 15, 20 years or maybe not at all. So 
it was with the megar sexual information provided by our Catfollc school system here: I) Definition, 
sex; intercourse, the act that makes babies, 2) To lock at a girl is a sin* Anything else will make 
her pregnant. 3) Dirty pictures of unclad and partially clothed girls or '-men is disgusting and 
sinful. -MY" revulsion to phornography , which I hadn't really bothered with anyhow, continues to give 
me lew marks with interviewers who would like to see it in me. 4) You are not allowed to knew or 
even want to know anything else about it until you are married. The church reversed this command 
when I was sans thing over thirty, but made no effort to provide education to those " adults " wno 
had followed its cosand. They did also have a giant assembly for the -hole school cn the horror 
and sin of self-eixise without any attempt to accurately describe it or to tie it to sex ( which 
they didn- T t,. and didn't even call it masturbation,* which IS a normal functioning of a healthy human 
body ) at all. Touch your penis except to urinate and rot in hell forever, there are priests upstairs 
to hear year confessions. End assembly* An explanation used also by a still praticing local doctor, 
in that very same week. A doctor who had the medical educaticn to know better and yet spouted exactly 
the sane religious line anyhow. For this compl e tely worthless garbage, which is new my damnation, 
my parents peid extra and made sacraf ice and fought hard so that I could go to regular school and 
with regulsr people at Saint Catharine's and Bergen Catholic High School. It is teachings like this 
that may account for one third of those treated being from the Reman Catholic Church; twice as many 
as the next nearest church. You couldn't even provide me with enough real infoniBtion to knew or 
to even suspect that even then, at puberty, my body was already incorrectly functiLcning and sexualy 
at that. I tock their instruction cn trust and without any other input cn the subject lived to that 
standard and carried it almost intact into a detective's office twenty years later. For I had trusted 
what they had told me. No matter how intelligent a man is, he cannot see what he doesn't knew tew 
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then broke " church Jfcstate law " to leem about sex, have neural right to have assumed chat 
I did also, or that Whew anything more then the previously ouHed nothing that was taught- in 
cur Catholic schools* Ihey knev me to be a good Catholic, that and my urrrarried status a clear 
statement of ^ ignorance of sexual natters. The only rightful assumption anyone had the right to 
make, no matter hew hard you would like or try to have it otherwise. Ihe teaching of the ten 
Catholic Church, that I beleived for too long, is such that only the very worst of people have 
anything to do with sex fcefor marriage. When in fact I find that the reverse is true, nnst do, not 
only that, it is akost universally expected. For no skill or subject is trueiy learned until it 
is praticed. And I knew that for me that is especially true. Since the noddle of high school it has 
became more and more difficult for me to learn ouch less understand, information that was/is of 
academic use only. Do it, WITH the book, and it then becomes easily understood, With the bock alcne, 
scraetimes only mearungless words. Likewise the BSA would have us beieive that no one, least of all 
the sexualy active young men, in scouting have anything to do with it at all, or that they need to 
km* anything about it at ail. My scout handbook ignores it, my scoutmaster's handbook had, I think, 
two paragraphs ( tny neuest one has about a page and a half ). Both bocks assure a greater irking 
kncvJage of it then I possessed. And I had never received a single *ord by mouth or in perscn about 
cmM abuse ( one of my scouts made Eagle Scout due to force and threats of same but I couldn't: 
recognize it then ) in any form, let alcne sexual abuse. In the way the term is used, a sexualy 
active young perscn cannot be " molested " except by virtue of the laws of the state in wich he 
lives, he has already elected to be sexual with someone else and has enough ideas en it to A^fa 
to do it again. I know three girls that are or were being ,f molested All three were aware of it 
at the time, and when I discussed it with them. Che girl lied about his age to escape being rr killed " 
by her parents, another's pareits knew of the disparity in ages ( but perhaps not of the law ) and 
the third's absolutly don't care that at fourteen she is having intercourse with a man of twenty 
eight. Even though the concent age in her state is eighteen. Without exception their attitude touard 

the sex laws is " Tell them to go themselves. Ihey can't tell me who I can do it with." And 

though sexually active none seemed to possess enough infomaticci to express concern over the possible 
harm that they might bring to their loved one through his legal liability. 8ut it can never happen 
with the perfect people in the BSA. " do not have to tell anyene about that*" said the regional 
adsrinistrator. If they had told, I would have recognized ( though not understood } southing wrong 
that was happening in my life. I couldn't even learn from the mistakes of others, for they were 
covered up and concealed. Hidden, a sure guaranteeded way for- it to happen again and again* I was 
the fourth scouter in my prosecutor's jurisdiction in twelve .months to have done this for whatever, 
and I never heard a word abcut any of the others. And it happened again about a year later in the 
troop of a friend, also registered in our council, a mend whose Eagle Court of Honor, that I will 
attend late this spring, is the last thing, save being accepted by my troop, that I lock foward to 
doing in cnis life. Condenmed is the adult, wo outside of a ridgid structure such as a 

classrcm or T)eeting hall ( where it seers to be banned from ), discusses or provides sexual information 
to a youth. And yet damned is that youth who is now, by the single tick of the clock or by neny 
years, an adult without that information. Ihe youth may not have it and the adult doesn't need to 
be told about it. A few months ago a short program by and for nine to ten year olds was put on TV. 
As the young people studied their bock, man wanted to know what was going on. To- which they replied 
that they were doing a class project en child sexual abuse and would probably interview people like 
the police chief, etc. about it. Where was their bock in the lives of our young men ? For I would 
surely have borrowed one to read, toere was the outrage that I beieive would be fcrt±ccnnring if cur 
fourth graders came home with such an assignment ? Where was the disbelief and reluctance to talk 
about it en the part of everyone that they went to talk to about it ? Where was this informaticn 
in my schooling and later training ?? Perhaps in the scout executive's handbook, unshared with those 
who needed it the most. How can the majority of the young people be " permitted " to know so much 
more then those who work with them, without that information being made available to the big people 
too ? Hew can an organisation like the BSA, that puts its people into frequent contact with young 
people, do so without making them aware of this danger to themselves and/or to the young people 
frcm other adults ? How can the BSA expose its voulenteers to this life threatening possibility and 
its employees to the legal liability ( called corporate crime ) without so much as a single word 
to anyene about it ? When you withold needful information frcm scmscne, you become responsible 
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to see. All that tj»jetective shoed me in his lav book, is Why did you leave exit so much ? 
I answered his queBBtujng as I have been taught to ( and it WRd be rare than tvo years befor I 
would have enough ingorrration to begin to understand and to have defended mvself. AND IF I HAD HAD 

mr momhcn, there woju> not have been anyihbg id eefend myself <cujsr.). Admitting to the 

wrong that he was then informing me about, for as I teach to others, so I must live and do myself* 
Expecting those around me to do so also; to explain what had happened and hew it had cane to be 
and to help me make it up to my fellow scouts. Oily one did, and eventually for being the true 
scout that he is, cur ranger was required by his boss to break his spoken oath and to abandon his 
friend and fellow scout to the trash collector. Turned to and encouraged in scouting by 

ALL, since childhood, as a way in which I can and do interact and contribute as an equal with 
physically " normal people ". In my early years most of my companions were adults and later the 
scouts frna my troop with the gap in ages ewer widening. None of those " bad friends " and influences 
( who aright just have broadened my sexual infornaticn ) for me and pratically no good friends 
either. All my familiars frem scouting and every other influence the so called good ones; Doctors, 
poli c e m e n and their chief, mayors and other public officials, religious teachers, pastors and priests, 
scoutmasters, camp Yaw few rangers, my own assistants, cennrittee members and other parents of our 
scouts. Good people all, and frcra here. Ask yoursely, ask them ( for many are still around ); what 
sexual inf onnaricn did ycu ( they ) provide ? toat questicn(s) reguarding my sexual qualifications 
(if there are sexual kncwlage or experience qualifications* And if there are where are they spelled 
out ) did ycu (or they) ask of me ? Ycu will not find anyone, try as you may, who could of or who 
should of* to thing. NiXL Zero iraput. For there isn r t anyone at all except very late a little from 
a few of the younger people „ I had no qualificaticns to offer, none what so ever, when at 

age twenty, ycu asked me to do a task for you. Nothing but a willingness to serve, to do 'what I new 
knew is God's task for me on earth. " It dcesn r t matter !T those who asked me said, " the 3SA provides 
all the training you need to knew " and I trusted them and took their word for it. Egar for any and 
all information that would help me do a better job for our scouts, I took and sought: every bit of 
information and every oportunity to do so. And yet not a word was ever said; they couldn't even say 
that it was needed; about hunan sexuality and how it might apply to my interaction with our scouts. 
When they said that I was fully trained I trusted them and took their word for it. I --as 

not even sexualy aware of other people until about age twenty five or so and even then l^ryprj the 
kncwlage and understanding to recognize it as such. It was at about this time that I was told by a 
priest in confession that masturbation was a normal funcrion of the body and that the female could 
do it also. Even though the younger people had made me so, and toward themselves, tot even those 
of you who worked with me as an older teen, at least two of whom were amoung those who initially 
asked me to be scoutmaster; and not a single one of the rest of you in all the years since, have 
ever cenranted on or asked me about the complete and total absence of any inter-gender interaction 
in my life. It was never a secret. I expect(ed) that it will ccme in its own tune. And the occasional 
question, usually from a young man, " Do you have a girl friend 7 " Is and always has been answered 
" to. I have not yet had that privilage. " to one, least of all myself who didn't have the slightest 
idea that it was missing, ever thought how this might have left a complete blank in an important 
area, tone ever questioned it. examined me on it or told rne to hav<? that blank filled. With a r.Tisd 
of oporainities to do so, to instruct and to examine me throughout all of a quarter of a century. 
This subject was ignored completely, Leaving a yawning pit for me to fall into to my destruction. A 
pit, without fence or barricade, without so auch as a single warning sign in any language that I 
could read, into which I fell. And I hope and pray to God that I did not drag any of the younger 
people to destruction with me, a question that will never be answered for sure anal every last one 
of us is dead. " I can and did not present any credential to working with children. I have 

never worked with children* Your child, perhaps yes, but only with the young men in scouting. My 
only credential : the training that scouting was supposed to give me complet, as necessary to deal 
with, as I was trained to see them, these young men, little people, that were to be treated and 
delt with in exactly the same way that I would deal with you or any other person. That training and 
twenty years of living and doing it is a whole lot more then I had when ycu a^ced me to do this task 
for you. But nowhere in all of this was there anything about hunan sexuality at all. to 
one has the right to assume kncwlage in another without first examining and/or instructing that 
person in that subject. Those Catholics from my troop ( and elswhere ), even if every last one of 
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for him in chat ar«p^hen you ask a person to do a task for \^Pycu oust inform him of everything 
that you consider pertinent to that task, especially the dangers or special knowlage or skills 
required. That is how we have lived all cur lives and roving up the ladder, becoming an executine 
only ijxreases your responsibility, rather then lessens it. When you fail, for whatever reason, the 
other's mistake is yours, We accept this possibility in our lives and when we have failed to accept 
it, our courts have forced us to. The executives in the 8SA made the decision not to inform their 
people of this subject, theirs is the responsibility for the uninformed mistakes of those they have 
asked to do something for them* Their fancy office, title and salary does not get them excused for 
causing, through their purposful emission of information, hurt and ham to another. Just this sunner 
we were renamed of this. Three men, previously sitting fat, dunb and happy at their desks, are new 
taking twenty five years cut of their lives to think about their policy to not inform, to not provide 
the proper tools to one that they asked to do a task for than* Be is now dead* But sareore carpi ained 
for him* I am not quite dead of this yet and until I am, I will continue to holler, yell and scream 
at the top of my voice and through every media I can contend: letter, newspaper, billboard, sign 
en car parked at church and at various scouting events and so on. 

WITHOUT MY KNOWLAGE OR CONSCEST ( TELLUG ME THAT YOU WOULD AND 
LATER THAT YOU HAD FULLY TRAIN(ED) ME ) YOU PUT ME IN A POSITION 
WHERE, GIVEN MY LACK OF SEXUAL KNOWLAGE , IT WAS GUARANTEED THAT 
I WOULD EVENTUAL? FAIL AND COMMIT A WRONG FROM WHICH YOU ALREADY 
KNEW ( BUT I DID HOT ) THAT YOU WOULD NOT LET ME RECOVER FROM . 
I will never institute any proceeding where this would be officially and legally covered. Too many 
of my friends would be involved and besides, what good would be served if acne outsider ( court or 
other executive } forced you to do sanething befor you accepted that you had to anyhow. I couidn r t 
ask them for money, or for prison tents, or for those responsible to join ay aKCcmgmication; only 
for them to allow a concuiuing chance to earn the respect and acceptance of my fellow scouts in my 
troop and the Ioapough lodge* That which they should have done from the beginning* My right and 
a responsibility. A right since it has been required for me to grant it to others and even to be 
instraneital in causing it to work between others* A responsibility because you must always make 
it up to those you have, for whatever reason offended, unless you duck your responsibility by going 
away and hiding* Do you see me hiding ? I am only away because it is forced on me. Sane of you have 
seen me or perhaps you have heard of how bard I had been working at this* I have already put in 
seven hundred fifty plus hours ( 750f ) of " oansunity service " at camp Yaw Raw since it happened* 
Three rimes trove then that required of one who had killed a fellow nan* And I will make it 7,500 
hours or even try for 75,000 hours as soon as you people here let me. My troop has the same oportunity 
available to roe in our paper recycling program. When Mr. Penrose, on October 4, 1984, prevented me 
from actively working at this furthur, he signed my death warrent. The terminating of what I mist 
do, what I am supposed to do, and in the manner required ( both ways ) since birth sxxiid not have 
cane about unless I had again and this tine deliberately, stepped outside the law. It is more 
devastating then originally being told that I had broken the law for at that time I didn't understand 
or beieive it. 3ut at this latter tune ail that he could accuse me of was working as hard as I 
possibly could at doing what is the duty of everyone who makes a oils take. Putting things right with 
his fellows by working with or at .least in sight of than. I bad been cfoietly working at it as if 
it was all and completely my fault* Viien others resume living their faith and creed, then I will 
go back to doing so by the ways and means that we have been brought up using and to use. 
hfaat good does it serve to condemn me to Hell on earth, for what little time I have left on it, in 
the very same breath that you begin for the first time to make me aware of the subject area in which 
I had unwittingly made a nristake ? I guess it shows you can throw your weight around, and certianly 
that your creed doesn't mean too awfuly nuch to you, a two year old can destroy one of his own. 
The difference being that you know it and he doesn't. Not even under the best conditions, which 
would include instant and total reinstatement, do I expect to live the eight more years required 
to erase the civil record of this happening, and so what that is not very important anyhow. But I 
CAN erase it in your sight, much more important to me, if you will only let me work actively at it. 
I will work at it exclusively anyhow until I do so. Under present conditions of exile and excap- 
municaticn* I wouldn't bet even a penny on my chances of being here this time next year; But if I 
am y you can be sure that I will be fighting just as hard as ever. For scouting here has a value 
far greater and is infinitely more presious to me then life itself. 
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n Everybody knows trlt ,f said the regional adrrrinistrator* iidff didn't. And I am a sonbody, a part 

of Catholic scouting here at Saint Catharine's and I do indeed have a body, as you nay well discover 

when you drag it cut of the woods. But I did not know about this until long after the fact* You do 

not have to know anything or to understand it to father ( or mother ) a child. DOES everybody 

really knew about it ? The warning signs were all there and no one saw then or asked oh even one 

question. A question that I would have had to reply to with ignorance. " What do you mean ? I know 

nothing about that* I do not understand. " It was the people of scouring at Saint Catharine's who 

watched and encouraged me when I was doing good for their sons. Providing the time, money, oportunities, 

cars, even the family airplane; so that I could do for and with their boys. It was they who stood 

by while I was physically and emotionally closer to their sons then perhaps I should have been; why 

in two different four to five year periods I slept in the same roam, bed or tent with two youths 

about two hundred nights* While I knew I spent almost two thousand hours for scouring each year, 

I cannot begin to figure hew much total time was spent with just these two, and no one said a single 

word. It was sons of the people in our council who, without corxnent or question watched what the 

state of New Jersey defines as aggravated anMnai sexual contact between me and their sons. Positive 

reenforcanent fran one and all. their presence didn't make it legal- If there was no ainolaint then, 

why should I consider or ttrink it to be wrong ? If you want so desperately to know and beleive that 

I ( and others ) had ( have } the proper sexual fcncwlage to deal with young people, then why don't 

you teech it ? Take it as far as you can go on our cwn and then bring in an expert, as you would 

do on any other subject, to explain the fine points, and the rights and responsibilities of both 

ycxmg and old under the laws of where you live. For they differ from state to state. Can ycu quote 

the laws of M.J. ? Hew hard was or will it be to find written caifirmacion of your answer ? 

Despite yoir demonstrated attitude of sexual superiority and knowlage aquired fran God at birth 

without necessity of instruction or experience, you do not knew it all. No person should be in 

close contact with young people without being required to attend training about it. You missed 

seeing the wrong that I was headed for doing. And right in Saint Catharine's church I watched a 

man and dad molest both daughters throughout the mass. Had a member of the sex crimes devisicn been 

sitting in my seat, perhaps their life would have been over too. I can only beleive that the; ( and 

those others around them who showed no outrage or inclination to get a policeman ) were unaware 

that they were breaking the law. If a carried couple, having dated, courted, conceived and reared 

two children for eight or nine years could be so ignorant; How do you expect he to be so much cere , 

informed without even a hint of it in my training or education ??? Knowlage is neutral, 

one must possess it to do either good or evil with it. Knowlage and intent must be present to sin 

or even to commit a crime. Except for this urxnentioned one. Hew in heavens name can you have an 

occurance, that has happened many times before, one that penalizes only the older person, leaving 

hira fit only for a cardboard box with six feet of Yaw Paw rocks on top and never ever have talked 

about it at all ?? Infornaticn about it should be printed in bold capitals in ever/ piece of 

literature that those who deal with young people receive. Ignorance may be no excuse under 

the law. But among older catholics in scouting, there is none better, for ignorance was required , 

by the church. For about the first thirty years of my life the church demanded of me ignorance of 1 

human sexuality. And those who trained me from the BSA ignored it completely. The policy being not 

to tell* Well keeping the pesants stupid has backfired again as it has so many millions of times 

over thousands of years. Being deprived of accurate and informative literature ( You cannot even 

get the civil rules and regulations in our library. I knew, I tried, even with the help of the 

Lihrian, in the fall of 79, And would you, lite I did stop searching when in that same week both , 

TV and newspaper reported ( nrissreparted as it later turned out ) that which you thought was the 

only bit of information that was required ? ) that lack has permitted me to coram t, with a clear 

conscience, a far worse wrcng then any I could ever have done while in possession of sexual knowlage. 

A wrong preceived after the fact cannot even receive absolution in confession, so if I am ever going 

to gain forgiveness, I will have to earn it fran those in my troop and at Camp Yaw Paw* 

I was told that I had an illness. A mental illness that was treatable. Ignorance is the most preventable 

of all mental illntKre and the most easily treated. And the biggest factor in treating any form of 

it is the help, support and most of all the hope provided by one's friends; all of mine are in 

scouting, ^foen people are educated and informed everyone benefits. When information is lacking, or 

worse yet when it is purposely emitted, people suffer. I could have been prevented fran having this 
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" .rental " illness semester spent on hunan sexuality in somol ( it ought to be pan. of everyone's 
school instruction ^rting in kindergarten ) and a couple of ^rs in one of the training courses 
from the BSA spent on child abuse and how hunan sexuality relates to the young men in accuting* It 
took me three plus years of instruction, question asking and answering, counreling for me to realize 
that, sexualy, my body does not respond in a normal manner and was a contributing factor. In fact 
I had already been dismissed from all civil and medical scrunity when I reached this ccnclusicn* 
Not the doctor or myself could have figured that out without my having at least an *m\mir knowlage 
of hunan sexuality. I have been on a chemical treatment program now for two years that has suceessfuly* 
corrected the purely physical, and as such out of my hands, malfunction. Thank God for Mew Jersey's 
phannasudical assistance program that has reduced the cost of this prescription from one hundred 
dollars per week to about six dollars per week, I couldn't afford it otherwise. The preventative 
if medication " of educa tio n ( which I trusted had been provided me ) is still better and less costly. 
IF NO SOUr HAS EVER RECOVERED F&M TEES IN THE SEHT CF HIS FEUCtf SOCtflS, THEN I SHALL BE THE " 
FIRST: CR I SHALL EE H&D W THE ATTEMPT. Bow can there be a subject such as hunan sexuality 

which is part of every living being from birth to death, that is so unspeakable, that it isn't 
( spoken of, that is ). That people are not given any formal insrxtx:ticn in, with a penality that 
is so severe, and yet there is no leeway permitted for one to make so much as one mistake in the 
learning of it through trial and error ? The first error has killed me. Especially since I got my 
first exposure to hunan sexuality in the area that is called child abuse. It was never aenticned by 
anyone in my hearing, there is no recovery from it permitted for everyone knows that " once a cheif , 
always a theif Right ? Well ! " the only good one is a dead one ,T and I have any intenticn to 
be anything but a good one. Ycu put me in the front line and couldn't even be bothered do give roe 
the slightest weapon with which to defend myself with - kncwlage Jfaw could you possibily care so 
little for cue, and for that matter your children ??? Care so little about .cur health and safety, 
life and future as co not tell us anything what so ever about any form of child abuse, not even so 
little about it that we could recognize it ? For making a mistake in this area of it, I an daraoed 
for it for eternity in the sight of my fellow scouts. For not even having the concept of child 
sexual abuse ever shared with me by those around me, I am a rotten, stinking, *&s2S^?@! etc man damned, 
fallen criminal for the rest of my days. Bed worthless, useless and condemned by ray fellows for not 
knowing what they couldn't be bothered to share and kept for themselves. n You are supposed to 
knew it. f? wHY ? B eca us e Hell cn earth is my fate for not knowing about it. HW ? By having it 
taught in educational and Graining situations, Wff ? Because dealing with young people requires an 
awareness of it. tttf ? Because everyone else broke the laws of God and man to learn of it by doing, 
and it is inccnceivable that anyone could lade the inclinatich (and opcrturdty) to do so also, what 
they have told me is that no matter what I do, how hard I work, I ara and will rainirlitrer excretament. 
Having inencunced the bad that I know of, not having anything to do with it and conscienciously 
cctzncaling those around me to do the same; having promoted, lived, done and shared only the good 
way of living and dealing with others throughout ray entire life; none of that gives me any credit 
or leaves me with even a cnance to regain the respect and acceptance of my fellow scouts. Why did 
and why do I live it the right way for anyhow ? Having what has since been defined as sexual contact 
with others, many of whom had already " bedded " one or more sexual partners, leaves me forever 
damned in the sight of my peers. I have always done everything that has been shared with me as good 
in the manner prescribed, having nothing to do with those things that were shared with me as being 
gft. And yet over a mistake in an area that is not even important enough to have been shared with 
me, ycu take my life and with it my salvation, not even being able to return to me the faith and 
ideals we share in catholic scouting. The punishment far outweighs the mistake. Even the " sexperts " 
say and press for laws to be changed, that eleven and up is CK, for those eleven and twelve and up 
of today are generally informed enough to decide to try it and are going to anyway. They are capable 
of giving informed conscent, and that there should be no stygma attached to such* Even sane of the 
police in the Bronx, tew York City ( where the age of censcent is eighteen ) follow this idea - even 
though they are wrong in writing their own laws by doing 90. They purposly ignore the older ( eleven 
or so up ) ,T victim " to get at those who have sex with those even younger then that. They tell the 
young people that " r *e know that you have sex with Mr. X * We won't bother with him but won't you 
please help us with informaticn about Mr, Y or Z who have sex with those even younger then youare, 
so that we can stop them. They have even told Mr. X that they knew and to get help. And ycu could 
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not even share the ^Jcpt of child sexual abuse with me! (■ I my have hurt others. I do not 
know, Those who I continue to see cn occassi.cn t vhem I now know! have offended, do not shew and 
have not voiced any hurt to me* Of others, sane of whan I have written to, I have heard very little 
despite most careful listening through very limited sources. I knew I have hurt at least one young 
nan not even directly involved, for he has twice puhlicaly and ence privately on the phone, threatened 
to kill me* ! *here did he learn his hate ? Not from me, for I have only learned it since, fran sane 
of the people fran scouting. If you had followed our own teachings and such his hate would not have 
been given tune to deveiope . I have been hurt, most surely to be fatal. Commanded to love all those 
around me; and there is not a one of us who can't and doesn't love scme(cne) a bit more then the 
rest* I reached out to express the care and concern that sane others evoked fran roe, never ence 
crossing the line that my church schooling had drawn as sex, only to be damned for my love; for 
almost any tcuch is leagaly defined as sax. I have hurt people I did and do care about ( e*ven the- • 
cm who could tell others and not I that I had had a sexual contact with him ) if only through the 
reactions of others. At a time of terror and confusion, when I need Sis presence the most, 

I have been barred fran the one place on this earth where cn occasion I knew, in every fiber of my 
being, the presence of God* His standing behind me guiding me in the task Be has put me here to do 
for Him. FOR 1HAT PRESENCE AI£NE, THERE IN CUR CAMP, I WILL HQff EVERE EESSCN CN THIS EAR3H TELL 
I AM SUCCESSFUL OR KILLED, Sure, He is everywhere. But enly in ray conscious mind do I know it* 
Without His presence I could not have loved another. Be is hers, with us, watching my struggle to 
get you to let me finish His task for me in this life* But sometimes there, so busy and surrounded 
by others I can hardly ackncwlage Him, or perhaps in a quiet tine* But occassionally He IS, there, 
present in toy life* Is there a cne of you who has let up on your calling and been guided 

back to it by Him ? Every time I have slacked off in the effort that I oust put cut for my troop, 
Be has brought me back to it* Sanetimes with a gentel hint and sometime with a real slap in the 
face* I am continuaiy rminded to get off my butt and get moving. I will do something. I will not 
even seek His judgement if I do not at least fight to do this throughout every day of the rest of 
my life, and with all that I possess* Having known of His calling, is there one of you who knows 
the utter futility and complete frustration that comes when you ignore it or try to do something 
else instead ? Every skill, gift and talent given me by God, those which must be conturt- 

iously used; honed, policed and fine tuned by so many of yourselves, so thwarted, frustrated and 
bottaled up that it is like I drown in my own pollution* Everything that should flew out from me 
to scouting in a ccnoniciis btiea n through a twelve inch pipe, stopped up to an occasional drop or 
two* A special purpose tool, totally worthless outside of the environment I was designed to work 
in. You took absolutly even-thing that I could give you including a sacred vow befor my 

Lord and God Jesus Christ to give all of myself for and to Catholic scouts at Saint Catharine's 
for all of my life, fully realizing the restrictions it would place cn me* You took so much that 
when I had the chance to attend and work at the >! ultimate " earned training coursEv ^coti Badge, 
I had alrost nothing additional left to give. You were already getting all of it* Despite seven 
leng days and nights in the course itself and with tuo years to complete my goals, I could not 
honestly set more then one of the required goals that were supposed to be realisticaly attainable. 
Having taken everything I cculd give, the now useless and worthless loyal scout is to be quieciv 
put to sleep like an old dog. Well IK CASE YOU HAVEN*T NOnCED, I AM NOT GOING AT ALL (JJHHJ. * 
rVrRii^ap I couldn't reed your minds, you have taken the only thing on this eerth of any value or 
significance to me; more so then even life itself, for it is my life: Scouting hem at Saint Catharine's 
and Camp Yaw Paw ( if ycu want to, execute my will and see how little anything else I possess 
means, for I will make no complaint ) and so leng as Gcd continues to give me the strength to live 
and do so I will strive with everything I possess to get it back; and to do what Be has said I will 
do and in the manner He said I must do it, with everything that I have-How can you have taken 
everything that I have to give and not even return the beliefs, values and faith that we share ? 
Young and old, you have taken almost every last one of my friends* A couple in scouting who ignore 
the poscripticn and a couple from scouting who are no longer active and would pay no attention to 
it anyway. All the rest of my friends, and that includes same that I do not even know yet, are active 
here in scouting* For anyone who is a real friend of mine has and does ^are scouting with me* 
Friendly with hundreds of other names and faces, none of then spell friend to me for they do not 
and have not shared scouting with me* I know that I do not and probably will not have any real 
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identification with^fcse outside scouting. Advised to spend a^fcster percentage of m erne with 
the big people. I a^Kt off from ail but one older friend, FoWlL pratical purposes I can only 
see my closest adult friend fran five hundred feet over his upturned face and at one hundred miles 
per hour. They have even kept me fran repaying his londness and friendship, his true catholic scouting 
spirit, by preventing me from helping him and our other friends with the addition to his house in 
our carp* To be completely honest I do not particularly care how or -what those outside my 

troop and council, the local people here, think of me. My eventual salvation or damnation is tied 
to the performance I give in serving my troop, in full filling my vow. And I will not now or at any 
time throughout the rest of my life, accept the eternal damation that is surely mine if I let any 
individual or group of individuals cum me from doing it or at least ccntiniously trying to do it. 
I will do it and I oust work at it with everything I possess. I know this beyond any doubt, better 
even then my .own name which I can read off ray birth certificate* For more then two years now I have 
accepted without question or uncertianity His word that I will do this and that I oust work at it 
with everything I possess. So it is with the people here, especially in ray troop, that I must make 
anaids. It is their accptance that matters. Ihey are family and the only ones I have any identification 
with anyhow* Those outside of scouting here soon find out chat I have very little use or surplus 
left for than and I have long known that they do not have anything that I want or need. Sire there 
are those whose professional services I oust sometimes use, but through choice they have nothing 
to offer me, nothing what so ever* It is the people in scouting here, that I must find a 

way to live and work with, even if that finding and maintaining cakes every minute of every day. 
It is you who taught me how to councel, Co correct without condemning, to guide with patience, using 
another r s own knowlage to help him cane up with more information. It is you who taught me chat I 
mast and how to, accept, work with, respect, and even eventualy to love even the worst of people, 
even those I did not like* Not to give up on anyone who errered, especially a fellow scout or even 
anyone that I had even only once seen sane good in, Xot to give up on him, maybe not ever, but 
certianly not unless he had clearly and repeatedly demonstrated that he was cotaly unable and 
unwilling to live within the rules. When he says that he likes doing bad and will continue to do 
wrong, then you have, perhaps, the right to abandon him. It was you who caught me to respond to 
another's need for help, even if his own stupidity put him there, and whatever the need. It is you 
who taught m to forgive, NCW. any hurt or offence done me by another. Whatever it may be, to forgive 
without co n ditio n s or mental reservations. We are somewhat unique in the snail size of our scouting 
family and this is the way we do it here; in scouting here at Saint Catharine's and at Yaw Raw. You 
Caught it that way and/or supported me in teaching and living, it that way. I did not know then and 
I do not know now how they do it in Alaska, Texas or even Central New Jersey, I did not, do not 
and will not be living there for my heme and task is here. This is the way we do it here in Glen 
Rock. Why do you suddenly let others from elsewhere prevent you fran living as you teach chat you 
do it here ? Why do you cause me to learn and to live a way of life that you are unwilling to live 
yourselves ? WHY ? IN QD'S NAME I ASK YCtf ttffY ? WHY DID YCU CAUSE 4 ME ID TEACH THE LE ID YCCR 
CHILDREN; A WAY OF LIFE, THAT AS FAR .AS I HAVE PGUMD 3D FAR, NOT A CNE CF YCU, SAVE THE RAYMOND T. 
BAm FAMILY. AT YAW PAW, HAS THE COURSE AND CHARACTER ID LIVE EVERY DAY IN EVERY VAY,YOJRSELVES ??? 
Mjch ox this way of life is our faith - " articles " of religion that sakes us a Catholic Scout Troop. 
A troop sponcered by a catholic church, a church that owns the charter and is granted by the BSA 
the right to "... can and should give direction to it Every single teaching of our church is the 
first of that direction. If ycu could teach thease articles to me so well that I could know, under- 
stand, use, and teach than; then surely you knew how to live than yourselves, hbw will you face 
ycxtr Lord having put aside His teachings befor God and man ? Will He --ant to hear hew sara tin god 
from elswhere made you do it ? Will Be want to hear how it was the majority or more popular decision 
or how it was easier rather then right ? If there are special cases that allow us to put aside His 
teachings, where, in literature we would all have, are they listed and rrtnpiled ? MY faith pits duty 
to God befor ALL else. The oath I speak as a scout puts duty to God in first, befor anything else. 
Neither faith, oath or law would permit me to knowingly respond to another human being in the way 
the manbers of my 9ccuting family, my troop and council, have responded to my mistake. Don't we 
say it in scripture and in song " What so ever you do to the least of My brothers, that you do 
unto Me " Could I respond to my God in that fashion ? How can you ? &w can any catholic let anyone, 
whatever his station, cause him to put aside any of his church's cachings ? To let anyone take 
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away your right co fnflfc pratice your religion is a threat to tj^khurch which once started is 
easily continued and fended. Cur church's charter grants it th^Kght to give direction to its 
units anyhow and everything it teaches is the first of those directions. A big deal was recently 
sade in church about Che unreported damage to two cars in our parking lot* I haven't yet heard 
any big deal aboit the caitinuing unchristian treatment I have received for almost six years* 
No one MAY cause me to put than aside* Many CAN by imposing their might, which doesn't necessarily 
make then right, but tny opposition must be loud and clear for so long as they continue to do so* 
Your putting aside of this which you have taught. Your continuing refusal to do, as you teach that 
ail of us MSI do* Your expressed attitude that I am complete and total shit now and forever. It 
is a. complete and total ccndsiration of me, cne of your cwi. Che in which YOU instilled every single 
value, of good ( car ? bad ? :) that I possess, unforgivable say your words* Unredeemable says your 
actions.. Evil -and without any good or useful function, worthless for any task what so ever is your 
claim. All this toward one that you anssmforcned, that you left unjixtoiiued about an important area 
of human interaction* Che that you have been and will be responsible to and for from the mid ninteen 
fifties to the end of my life. I WILL HAVE THE JuTCEMBff REVERSED. Evei if it continues to occupy 
every minute of every dav, even when it may appear that I am doing saoething else* I WILL SEND 
WnHMf^ I was told, last year after t^nxvy jeers 

in scouting, that there is a policy, one homosexual experience and you are out of scouting* Vftere 
in our handbooks is this written so that i nay knew it and share it with a scout who may have this 
penality imposed against him ? Where is that homosexual experience defined ? And in words that even 
that scout can understand ? They can't even be bothered to explain to us that nest young men of 
scouting age; recognizing, tacwing, acting cn it or not, go through a strong homosexual phase. I 
most certlanly did not understand it* The most intimate form of it happened to me befor I was able 
to reconcile the church's definition of sex and that act as hanosexual sex* Lesser forms of contact 
had happened with me unregegnized for they did not meet the definition in either a hetrosexual or 
haaosexual form. Ten percent of the population is bean of God with homosexual orientation. Even 
though it cannot be ft caught ( A hetrosexual person cannot catch or be aerie into a hanosexual and 
neither can a hanosexual be made into a hetrosexual* Either can at times try and perhaps lite the 
other experience* ) that ten percent is forever barred frcm scouting through no fault of their own. 
Since either hetrosexual or homosexual can choose to be celibate, shouldn't they, like a priest, 
be allowed to choose that for scouting ? I can and do thank God that I do not have hanosexuality 
to deal with too. being only among the majority of hetrosexuaisr, untried and unpraticing as I may 
be, sixty percent of whan have had one or more hanosexual experiences ( Quite often in their early 
and beginning forays into human sexuality )* Shall that policy be enforced against all these people 
also ? The image of a Catholic Scout cones fron living your stated ideals and faith in the 

eyes of others, all the time. Any purposful putting aside of these ideals tarnishes that image,, Both 
however, supposedly leave roan for a mere human being to make a mistake and recover from it. bhich 
ta rn is h e s the image more, putting aside your beliefs toward one of your own or living your ideals, 
making them work in the eyes of all and for all, even the mistake anker ? I beleive in and more 
iisportantiy I live the ideals of Catholic Scouting that I have learned and taught. I am known for 
it by ninety nine perscent of all those who know or will know me. I willingly supply the energy to 
polish the image* I am willing to be the polishing cloth that is cleaned and used again. But I will 
be damned if I will be the polish or paper towl, to be used and thrown in the trash. That isn't the 
way we do it here* If I lade a value or whatever, the failure is yours; yours far not instilling 
it in me in the first place. Tell me what it is and I will wind it, brigining it back for all to 
examine* I used to beleive that none of you ever knew or had anything to do with sex befor 

your marriage, as I had been taught* That you all regiliously followed all the rules of both church 
and state* New I know enough to be reasonably certian that most of the people around me have had 
what the state defines as sex with others befor they were legally permitted to do so, and thus 
breaking the law. And sane, having reached that " legal rt age of concent continued to reach out to 
another who had not yet reached that age and in doing so broke the law and in the same way as didl. 
Knowing so and not careing; or like me, careing and not knowing, the law cares not, except that it 
was broken. I was introduced to human sexuality, most certianly not by design or intent, by some of 
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your sons, Eleven an^^eive year olds v,fto can and do have secu^kitercourse and otter sexual 
contacts to their he^T content, without let, hindrance or seWt punishment fron anyone. I had 
never heard of an activity that they can freely do that I cculdn't join in. Same would require a 
cage to stop them, others a collar and leash. Some are even able to say ( and one beers too much 
of this lately in many areas of aassccnduct, even fran those who are but weeks fran full legal 
responsibility ) " I know I an breaking the law and not alloed to do it. I do not care. I an too 
young for them to do anything to me. ,f It was these fine young men fron cur council and parish who 
introduced me to this subject. You can put this aside and out of mind for yourselves, for your 
children and those others old and young around you for in reality you don't have very such choice, 
do yew ? It has already happened. It does not disqualify you or than fran living your lives* Bow 
can you hold my introduction to human sexuality, which rightly should have ccme from schooling and 
training, forever against me because it cane fran sexually active younger people closer to ma. I ■ 
too want it put aside and forgotten, so that I can resume living my life, soon,, befcr ny body is 
incapable of doing so. I want a chance to chcose good over evil. To live correctly with 

my fellcw sccuts, without the daily reminder that all that is or can be expected of me is to repeat 
a wrong that I hace done. I may have been legally capable of giving informed conscent to doing this 
wrong, but I was most certianly unable to give INRXffl) conscent, for I lacked any badcround to be 
informed fron. My mistake was so gross, digusting, terrible and so on; to have loved a younger human 
being; that you couldn't even make me aware that it could happen to me or under what conditions* 
Given exactly the same circumstances,, I would probably do the same again. Fortunately it cannot t 
for discovering my lack of knowlage, in a most terrible way, you have causal me to become informed 
and in the only way in which an unmanied catholic may do so, ( I have since, to see if I could 
have found out more, locked for but have been unable to find human sexuality, or sex ed 1,2,3 for 
adults listed in any " camxjnity or night " school ) in an acad^r progran, run by rr sexparts " 
for those who have dene wrong. We have always had to give those around us the chance to make an 
informed choice even if we learn of their mistake and must inform than first. Why is it that I may 
not have any chance amoung my people, to choose: knowingly, willingly, conscience!}*; the right way 
and in full view of my fellcw scouts and perhaps, fron afar, even those I have offended ? Given an 
informed choice you know what I will and must choose; serving my troop and bense my God over any 
and ail wrongdoing that I can conceive of. I do not know why I must continue to beg for 

forgiveness, when it should have been forthromn'ng, for a mistake born of a physical malfunction 
and lack of information possessed by but unshared with me by those around me. There is no shams 
in any dysfunction of the human body - mine or anyone elses. to shame in follceing, in the absence 
of contradictory information, the information provided ( as camHnris ) by the Reman Catholic church 
and information provided by other normally reliable sources like TV news and newspaper* There is 
no dishonor in not knowing what others would like you to knew about without benefit of their teaching 
or otherwise sharing it; nor is there dishonor in any mistake, however serious it appears to others, 
made in following a clear conscience, even one missanf anted and uninformed by the church and the 
program* The shame is in not being even allowed to make it up to all of those who are offended and 
on those who, having taught and required that of me all of my life, now prevent me from doing so. 
The shame is on these who require a certian way of doing something and cannot be bothered to share 
that way with others and who prevent a mistake fron being put right. The shame is 'in hiding what 
others have a right and a need to know of and have an understanding about and then condensing them 
for not having read your minds. The dishonor is to allow anything or anyone to turn you fron living 
your faith and spoken oath, to keep for yourself information required by the task you have asked 
another to do for you and over which ycu are willing to destroy him when he fails to perform as you 
would' like. The greatest dishonor is to hold yourself aloof from that which you teach to and require 
of others? formulating a policy that willingly accepts the destruction of a human being as an 
acceptable price for the tT luxury ,T of not having to be bothered to inform and educate others in 
that particular subject, and keeping it to yourself until another has made a mistake in it. With 
the help of this digusting and unspeakable subject, sex, God made me in His image. But you, the 
people of the BSA and Saint Catharine f s church, ( and you are not dealing with soxacne just off the 
street with this in his past, but with someone from here throughout all that matters of a lifetime. 
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one that you failed, not once but twice. You failed me and our youger scouts by not finisning my 
education and trainin^fcd again, me, by failing to, as of yet, ^pm the cannon ideals we live 
by* And them by settiA^n exanple of bigotry, hatred and intolerance that has no place in a catholic 
scout* young or old you people, here, shaped, formed, educated and trained me, leaving out human 
sexuality entirely and yet instilling a conscience that won't let me knowingly or willingly do wrong, 
not even to speeding down the street, and that, for exanple, will try forever, if that is what it 
takes, to locate, talk to, apologize to and if possible make it up to all of those who I have been 
told that I have injured ( seme I will never reach without friend and help of records in scouting). 
A conscience that holds me responsible for the hurt or harm I may do to another or cause him to do 
to another through my failure to inform or direct him properly. No matter how long it may take me 
to becane aware of this, it requires me to then seek his forgiveness and to do everything humanly 
possible in assisting him to regain the respect and acceptance of those he has offended. This, by 
your own teaching and exanple, I MUST DO. Wheatter it be real and actual or inherited firm another/ ' 
ycur share of responsibility in this should require you, even if you will not admit it puolicaly, 
to at least permit me the ongoing, contributing and available safe oportunities to regain the 
acceptance and forgiveness of my troop and camp. Both have these oportunities and know they can be 
worked. EVEN IF TSMJXSUT THE REST OF MY OH, THE FEFLE HERE CONTINUE TO SAY THAT I HAVE NOT YET 
DCNE ENCUSi, THAT I HAVE NOT YET MAEE IT UP, TMT I SIHL MAY NOT CCME IN (XT CF THE COLD AND BE 
WTEH MY FELLOWS, WELL I WILL AX LEAST BE WCRHNS TOWARDS IT. I did not resign fran scouting, the 
church or the human race just because I unwittingly made a mistake bom of ignorance. I still hold, 
beLeive and teach the values of Catholic scouting that you instilled in me. Too bad you had the 
knowlage of human sexuality and child abuse and kept it for yourself rather then sharing it with 
me. Che can be both a scout and a catholic and tiake a mistake - scn&tixes even a serious one. Why 
do you all continue to act as if I purposly renounced everything we beleive in ? Rather then, as 
it has happened, simply encountered something beyond my ken, something for -which I had no previous 
experience ot book learning to refer to. Something that I handeied the wrong way. I an part of 
Catholic scouting here at Saint Catharine's now and for the rest of w life and having been pert 
of it for the last thirty years, I claim the right to a chance to regain ycur respect and acceptance 
if for no other reason then that you people here have required it of and received it fran me durning 
all of that time, and it was freely given to all. I will continue to ask for that chance, fran the 
people here, if necessary, every day of the rest of tuy life. You do not cause a*s to live and to 
teach to others a way of living and dealing with people ova: all those thirty years without having 
it demanded of you by me in my need. I have a right to turn to the people here and a^c ,r WHY " ?? 
Ury did you leave this out ? And to demand that they accept their share of responsibility. I have 
a right to cum to my friends and family in scouting, each and every last one in or at least fran, 
and ask then for their help, understanding, forgiveness and support. I have a right to expect them 
to live up to their spoken oath and written creed. I have a right to turn to the catholics in my 
troop and expect and demand that they respond to me as Catholic scouts, as the faith we ^are requires 
of each and every one of us. I have a right to be told by both the catholics in my troop and by 
others in scouting that they do not hold with and to the definition of sex provided by the Reman 
Catholic church ( and to what they do hold to ) to be told, that it is utterly and totally worthless 
outside the confines of a church. And to be told that befor rraking a mistake in follcwinf it or 
having made one, befor being condemned for it. And to do all this without being told that my people 
hens may not do so, for sane tin god fran afar forbids it. It nay very well be that in the final 
judgement, their burden for their act of purposful amission will outweigh my act of ignorant oarmission. 
If a hypecrit is one who teaches one thing and then dees it in reverse, then what is a hypocrit who 
i j rr pryy s his hypocracy on others, using his power and might to make others do differently fran that 
they were taught and to teach ? 

Mow that they have taken The Supreme Being cut of scouting, perhaps they are replacing Him as 
God with god - a superior human being ? Such as yourselves perhaps. I know that I am not a god, 
infallible and free fran any error or mistake. I am not a god, like yourselves, amiscent: able 
to know all about everything, to understand, recognize, know and be familiar with all of the meanings, 
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ramifications, nuanc^k mechanics , ins and outs of any subject Jfcch as human sexuality - in which 
I have had no educatS, training, experience or other exposure to; other then that imntencLonaly 
provided by the acre krodaganle and advanced young men around me. I am not a gcd t able to 
as&xrn and demand; kncwlage of and compliance with any subject and its rules that I have not perscnaly 
instructed and/or examined a person in, or far which he has not produced a license or other credential 
shewing that another has made that exam nation and instruction. If I am remiss or forgetful in my 
instruction or examination, I have no one to blame but myself for the acLstake(s) of that person in 
that area and I must assure full responsibility for the hurt or harm that he may do to himself or 
to others* Just as in my case the scouting program and the church must as^.T"? their share and burden 
of responsibility* I am not a god, to be judge, jury and exeomitor. I can dimly conceive of 
a situation in which very weighty evidence might cause me to agree that a person had done something 
wrong, but without his confession a doubt would forever linger and in any case I would go no further. 
I cannot possibly knew enough about what happened and why to ursurp God's perogative* 1 aright just 
make a mistake, but He can not. A god can work nnricals. Surely with so many gods around me 
in scouting, they will soon combine to work a very minor mirical; to say one sample word, yes t instead 
of get lost and drop dead* The rest is only details which can evenmaly be worked out by raeer men. 

You brought me up in an atmosphere of " instant rf forgiveness of a wrong done by another, without 
reservations, or if those reservations did exist to allow then to be dispelled by giving that person 
a chance to live and work in my sight until my forgiveness is complete and unccnditional .To leave 
the punishment to God and the penance to the church. AND IF THE CNLY KHFIMZ FINANCE RE NOT 
KNOTOG 1HAT UffiCH YCU WERE UNWLI3WG ID SHARE, IS MY EEHH, THEN LET PASICR, OftUWAN AND S0CU3MASEER 
OWE RMRD AND L2WBIGOHJ AND IN PLAIN ENGLISH SAY 90 OVER THEIR SIQJATURES. AND I WILL FERFOW 
IT THAT VERY SAME DAY. I can act in no other way, so if ,r to forgive is devine rr then in this respect 
I too am a god ( how about the rest of you gods ?); for it is how I have been taught by yourselves, 
it is what I teach to cur scouts as it is right, for I may someday be cn the other end of the stick 
needing forgiveness, and because I ask my God to forgive me in the same exact way that I forgive 
others, and many times daily. There is no one from here who will ever convince me that he would 
accept forgiveness fran another without the acceptance of the other. Let alone desiring forgiveness 
without acceptance from your God* " Ck I forgive you, says your God in judgement, now get out of 
My sight and life forever. Stay away from ffe and > s tine for eternity " That is the only " forgiveness rt 
that I have been offered by my fellow scouts and I will not ever buy it. And I do not think that 
ycu would buy it either if ycu were being damned, as you have done to me, for a mistake made with 
a clear conscience You taught me that I must be willing to die for my faith, what I beleive in, 
rather then to deny it or put it aside. The dying will be the easy parr. But do you forget that it 
obliges us to live that whidi we beleive in everything we do everyday ? The world must be made to 
fit around my faith, not my faith modified to fit the world. And it costs; in time, in effort, in 
money and so on. It influences my business decisions and my other dealings with people. It is not 
always popular, but that is the price demanded for being what I am, a CAthoiic scout. No one, not 
Ronald Regan, president or Ben Love, Scout executive has the right to cause any cne of us to put 
them aside. They may send their minions to make me do so by force, but my opposition must continue 
even if they do away with me for it. They are, after all, simply huran beings and required to live 
to the same rules as I. Especially if they teach or promote those rules, even if they made them. 
Their exhaulted positions must and should cause them to be more scruplcus and attentative to them 
then either you or I must be. If I give my word, I keep it. If outside forces prevent me from 
doing so now, then later I will. Should I find an "excuse", even once, for not full filling my promise, 
keeping my word, then my word becomes forever worthless; for I can again and again find and make 
excuses as I did ence for not holding to it. After that, not even my word over my signature, with 
ten witnesses and twenty lawyers makes it any good. Shculd I speak an oath, as I have in scouting, 
it is much more serious and binding on me and will not be put aside for any reason. A .sacred vow, 
spoken befor God is so much more serious that it is even a sin to speak one without good and just 
cause. Mo man or god will cause me to put aside the vcw I spoke to serve the scouts of Saint Catharine's 
for all of my life. .Any obstacle put in my way will be gone over, under, around, or through or I 
shall be found dead at its base. Only force will prevent me from fu ll fil li ng it, nothing but death 
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will stop me fron tryjflfcto fullfiil it* I will continue to do e^kthing that I can think of to 
gain the oportunity cPR so* The crust fund, currently $ 3,400.^; will continue to take every 
last penny not needed for sheer survival, of the one thousand or so I earn each year, and will continue 
to do so until such tune as my two hands are ccntributing directly to my troop. Even if it is only 
the stacking of old newspapers, a job I worked many long years to greatfuiy turn over to others* 
That fund will soon be protected to the exclusive use and benefit of the boys in my troop ( Catholic 
Boy Scouts at Saint Catharine's ) as best as I can arrange- Everything else I have, except my model 
planes left to two scouts, will be left to the benefit of Camp Yaw Paw, as will be any raff el or 
sweepstakes winning* This I had promised many years ago, but had not arranged until 1982. I will 
not break this premise or any other. 

There is, one of you that you could continue to accept in your presence who also stepped outside, 
the law ( beleiving himself, as did I, two and three quarters years within it ) and custom. The 
latest scoutmasters handbook says he could not possibly be inniscent. Do you deny his 

presence amoung yourselves because he knewingiy asked for a homosexual experience ? Do you 

rennnd him each and every day that he is expected to step outside the law again ? .And at any and 
every moment and oportunity ? Do you tell him that it is the only way he is expected to act ? 
Ever ! Do you tell him that it is not safe for him to be in the presence of his fellow 

scouts ? Or that it happened at all is all that natters ? Or did you tell him the correct data and 
give him a chance to live it ? .Almost any useful information would have made me " safe " befor and 
after. lb you tell him that he cannot possibly learn this new subject and skill, to have 

his misconceptions corrected and still associate with his friends ? Do you continue to tell him 
that he is forever unacceptable to his troop for making that mistake ? Co you, as some 

have tried to tell me, tell him that his presence can never be accepted, for the words of Liberty 
Mutual ( or whoever ) are more, much more, important then the words of Jesus Christ ? I 
knew that you have not for I followed sane of his experiences after I left* Yet you tell all of 
the above to me. You have Imposed on me the cruelest and harshest punishment that anyone 

could levy. You have taken tny life, mind and soul and left behind an empty shell with nothing. And 
you have done it far longer then the three years of education and medical treatment imposed by the 
state. Longer even then the five year maximrin sentence that it can impose* and have given no time 
off for good behavior. You have said that you intend to continue this most terrible punishment 
throughout every second, of every minute, of every hour of the rest of my life. A life sentence 
for learning from those you taught and trained me to love and care for. You were able to 

treat with this one human being in the manner prescribed for dealing with all others. And it is 
your own training of me and your teachings that demands that the young people be treated the same 
way as ycu would treat any other person. Were you able to do so simply because he knew so nuch 
ware then I did and was so much more sexualy experienced than I ? As said befor the 1983 printing 
of the scoutmaster's handbook says on page 134 that a person of fifteen cannot be assumed to be 
acting in innosence. Why not ? Z didn't know as much as he and I was thirty four. If, as you should 
have at the time, ycu had thoroughly investigated, you would have found that despite the difference 
in years ( for I came to human sexuality twenty years later then most ) you had only sexual exper- 
imentation between those who were not yet sexualy mature or informed. The guidelines are there on 
how to handel it* I did not even have this snail amount of information to use. toat do I have to 
do to soften ycur hearts of stone ? You know you can deal with a sexual lawbreaker as a human being, 
for ycu have already done it. Vhen will ycu forgive me and let me be human again ???? 

I belong to a family. The family of Catholic scouts here at Saint Catharine's. These and others 
fron our council more important and closer to me then those who are family by accident of birth or 
marriage. A fanaly of people who, in all the years I was permitted in their midst, accepted and 
used the direction of our church to make Catholic scouting work - all the time. A people who have 
given ( or left out ) every value that I have today. It matters not that the individuals in it " 
have changed or have been replaced almost completely seven or eight times so far in my lifetime, 
the scouts, young and old, here at Saint Catharine's are my people, my family. And our camp my home; 
for it is where my heart always is and forever will be. I will return home to camp, if only on the 
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last day of my life, I^Lie there as a cnininal tresspasser in treaty place an the earth I want 
to go or to be. The sMr of my vow to serve scouting at Saint cSRine's. A place that I have spent 
thousands of hours over thirty years to make go and better, for others. My tare. And a crurrual 
again if I ever set foot in it. I am and always will continue to be part of this family of Catholic 
Scouts here until that joyful! day you pile six feet of Yaw Paw rocks over my head. I just hope chat 
the present epitaph will not still be valid. " John: Scout. The young scouts of his troop taught 
him hew to love. The old scouts how to hate. In and of their hate he died." Destroy the famil y to 
quiet me and you will need two coffins, one for the troop and one for me. Scatter the family through 
indifference and apathy and face a campaign to reunite it that will make my personal struggle look 
like a single post card to but one person. I belong to a family, not to a cold impersonal 

corporation vhos " business " decisions are divoursed firm the values they are in business to promote. 
T f#5cs paid employee has already told me that they are more worried about the n image 99 of tte canpany- 
their pay check and future promotion within the corporation then with the ideals they are in 
business to pranote. People who can and have twisted my words into something I did not say or ask* 
Che of whan can call for my death saying " the future of the youth of Anerica demands it. " Pompous 
ass. His own training progran left out important information that I needed but they kept it unshared* 
People who have, values, procedures, etc, that they, for the most part, keep for themselves until 
they trot them out to impose as penality on someone and then justify themselves by calling it cxniparty 
policy. A people who can use their power and position to prevent my family from living their religion 
and who prevent others frcm living Che very values that their business promotes. A person who 
teaches one right to do something and then does the opposite is a hypocrit. I do not belong to that 
type of corporation, for I have no title, desk or paycheck, and could not ever subscribe to that 
kind of teaching and doing at all. Only to the scouting family here at Saint Catharine's and Yaw 
P^w. That little part of this world, as snail as it is, is the only thing that I have of any value* 
I stay at hone, while many others move all over the world, to make it better here by my patient and 
pl od d i n g efforts. Scouting at Saint Catharine's is the task I must work at while I an tr in 

this life n I will not deny my faith " befor God and man " as so many of the members of my troop 
have done. Not so long as God continues to give me the strength to do His calling. I have ( and do ) 
watched the world go by, very often literly through the window. Watching other people do ,T their 
thing tr a lmost all of those things closed to me because of the residuals of polio, and the rest of 
no interest. I physically cannot do them no matter what effort I put into trying. So what ! It does 
not matter, for God has given me complete and total satisfaction and Mlfillment in scouting* and 
I can do it even if I am finaly confined to a wheelchair or worse. My condensation for the mobility 
He took from me for His own reason: TO find all I need in doing His task for me. Scouting here has 
kept me physicaly and mentaly healthy all these years. It is why I GET up in the morning. It is, 
perhaps because I now know it is His premise to me, the only thing of value, importance and significance 
to me. It is my duty, mv iov, and the entire purpose of mv life on this earth. NO CNE, NO M3?BL 
MAN CR god, WILL TAKE IT FftM ME AND KEEP IT. NOT WTHCLT'a FIQff THAT WILL USI mil HE ALSO 
TAKES AND TBfrlKATES >X EHSTANCE CN THIS PLANET. A conored animal will fight most fiercly, way 
beyond his size and stature, and the less hope or chance that he sees, the more violent becomes his 
struggle. Not even a mistake in an area that not a single person on the face of this earth ever 
considered important enough to instruct me in or share with me, will take it from me or cause me 
to stop fighting* Scouting is both the carrot and the stick in my life and when they put aside my 
per m iss io n to be with my friends and family, they removed the only thing that anyone could use to 
threaten me with. I now have absoiutly nothing to loose and everything to gain by trying to get my 
excanmunation lifted. I will not, as our pastor has suggested, go play with the other 

broken people ( Garbage - for once it is grown, you more often then not want it out of sight by 
themselves, not interactibg with " normals ,T ). It is an idea that revolts me to the very core of 
my being. I will not go away. My duty is here, my house is here and my home is nearby and 
all of my friends are here. I will not go to have my faith questioned, eroded and lessened. The 
people of Saint Catharine's have already done a very good job of that. I will not have my conscience 
lessened and guilt over breaking His teachings erased. It is the advise of the devil; even if I do 
know that there are these who could and would do it. And I will not shut up. Put a gun to my 
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head or beat: me neai^to death with my own crutches and 1 will ^f^L continue to ask you to 
M please let me cao^Phe ff Even if it were not required, I woJBRtill continue to cane to our 
church* As a crntinuing plea and as a rentinder to you all, when you see me there and in town, that 
" ycu blew it And have an obligation to me and to your faith. Ever}' minute that I have 

and will continue to spend with the young men, and women, of our church and community over the last 
five and one half years has been intentionaly and deliberately used to demonstrate that I can, that 
I do, and that I intend to and will continue to live within the correct information that I now possess. 
Alter boys, Saint Catharine and other school students, otter younger parisroners, scouts; each and 
every one treated in the same manner as I have been trained to and have used for more then tewnty 
years. If the pastor, Scoutmaster, and comdttee chairman of my troop ever spend enough 

time to thoroughly convince me that they will be better off vithcut my presence in the family, ( I 
suspect however that this time would work more for my cause then theirs, for it would take years ).,. 
then I will show the depth of my love for all my friends and lay down and die for than. But they 
will have to convince me first* The moment any one of the three or another empowered no do so steps 
fcrard and extends their forgiveness, we forgive you John; then from that moment foward I will rejoin 
the presence of my friends and family in scouting* Doing whatever task there is to be done for the 
troop or at camp, however menial. I will knock on that door, day and night will I pound on it, until 
you, the people here in Catholic Scouting at Saint Catharine's, open it for me. 

Call It what you like, others have tried to* The proceeding is a statement of the courage I 
have to stand by my convictions. What I have came to beleive through your teaching. The loyality 
and strength of purpose that parts of the scouting program have caused me to have and to pledge, 
the strength of purpose or faith that our religion demands from each of us. YCU INSTILLED IT IN ME. 
through scouting and Catholic schooling you instilled it in me. You are stuck with it till the end 
of my days for there are not enough years left in my life for you to tf de-instill " it. I will have 
died in and of your hate long befor you could get truely started. You offer a human <s*Tiffr*> 

to appease the tin gods from afar. Will you continue to do so ? Or will you put the teachings of 
our Lord God Jesus Christ to work. More difficult perhaps in time and effort spent, bucnot impossible. 
If sacrafice you must have, then I will holler and yell, kick and fight right to the end. Even when 
ycu have choked the last breath frcm my body, your rope or mine * makes no difference - dead is 
dead, ycu will still hear the screens of a tourraented soul, foere does a soul go when it dies in 
Hell ? Tounnented by the very people, who having left out the most important informaticn of all that 
is needed and who having instilled every conceivable value of good, damn me for this one lack, 
refusing to return their own spoken oath and promises or even 'the promise that is a shared religion. 
If you do not know hew to do it right you have not been paying much attention to your " spiritual 
advisors f \ your priests and teachers in religion Lhroughour your life - start LLscerring to them. 
Ycu were able to teach it to me over fourty years and have me teach our young people how to do it 
for twenty. Ycu don't know hew to live what you teach ? Reread your hartibock and then do it - just 
as ycu require of a younger scout. > N feed you an example ? Look to our camp ranger, he does it. Ask 
him, perhaps he can tell you how to do it. I was taught to do it and all I can tell anyone is that 
" I do it because I teach it that way, and as I teach then so I must also live and do. *hat I will 
not or cannot live I most cerrLanly will not teach or require of others. ,T - I have no use 
what so ever for a body that is not allowed to be repaired. Che that is not allowed to be, under 
any circumstances, with its closest and most important friends. A body that is not permitted to 
perform the task God asks of it in this life, fehere I go when the task of serving the scouts of 
Saint Catharine's is finished, I will not need a body. It isn't even any good to me as a respository 
for the soul. For every day of failing my task brings i closer and closer to certian damnation. 
Every prayer leading to anger and rage. Each mass a lesson in the hypocracy of those around me. ■ 
Thus will you live says the Lord through His priests. Amen says the people. Only to- put it aside 
until next week's amen. If the presence of my body anoung you is so revolting that you cannot 
accept it. Think how much more it disgusts me, for I too share our values. Its presence offends 
me beyound even my patience to endureit. And I shall cut it off. And if I put aside one of His 
teachings in doing so, who can fault me for it ? For I have t±e best example of how to do so right 
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here in front of me* Those I have locked to throughout my life, the Catholic Scouts of Saint Catharine's. 
I will do so if I can ever figure out how to explain to kirn how I had so little faith in His premise 
that I WILL do this only Important thing to me that I could not wait for Him to fullfill it. 

I will never hear ycur M I won't r \ You premised me the tools to do the task you asked me to 
do* Yoi Cheated me and left me to do it anyhow, without the most important of than* Is there any 
wonder that I made a mistake ? You oe me* It is your responsibility even if you inherited it frcm 
your predecessor or those " higher up rf ycur conscience should make you deal with it the right 'way 
and it should tell you that you must do it and not leave it to your successor. It is impossible 
for me to ever hear your " I can't '\ The wheelchair I was supposed to live in for life sits rusting 
in the garage because I didn't hear " you can't '\ Tbey said " you can't " to schooling at Saint 
Catharines, Bergen Catholic; to summer camp and later employment there; to hiking with my troop at 
Hrf Immt - not once but both times. And I heard them not. To flying a plane, working buldozer and 
back hoe - not for you. Not dieting ladders and roofs ard building walls and so on. If you have 
not seen me doing than, lock around camp Yaw Raw at tie " you can't " I never heard but did than 
anyhew. Hid then because if I listened to " you can't " I would long ago nave died a vegatable* 
Did because God is always with me in my life. His premise that I will do this and kncwlage that 
" With God all things are possible that hope alone, is all that keeps me alive right new. I 
ask those who are active in scouting here, especialy at Saint Cat±tarine's to bring Him in on this 
matter, and I suspect that you will find that perhaps after all, you can. Make a little more roan 
for Him in your life and perhaps in doing so you will find you have a very small spec? for me too. 




My humble apologies to Saint Catharine's BSA troop 27 and any others in or outside of the 
Ridgewood - (Hen Rock council who may have been offended by my actions. I am sorry for the 
broken body that, despite appearances to the contrary, prevented many, and/or modified most of the 
other, so called, ccunm or shared experiences that are so taken for granted by all. I am sorry for 
the ignorance left by that and by those entrusted with my education and training, they having 
decided not to provide needful information. I am sorry for the dysfunction of my body, masked for 
so long by that lack of information. And most of all, I am sorry for any act of care, concern and 
love snared with or however clumsily offered to another chat: you ^zseq^sr.zly and after the fact 
defined for me as jspmbI and therefor inappropriate. Whatever the reason you assign, I beg you to 
forgive me and let me come heme.

We are in receipt of yaur letter regarding John Deneke. The situation 
surrounding John's departure from Troop 27 and his efforts over the 
past two years to return is sad and complicated. In lengthy letters 
to us John has explained his hormonal imbalance (his term) and the 
apparent results a-f his rehahi 1 i tation. We have also seen capias of 
medical references and prognosis in this regard* 

John's request has been reviewed in depth by our committee, the Pastor 
of St. Catharine Parish (our sponsor the Ridgewood/Gl en Rack Council, 
and the Bay Scouts of America national office. All have agreed that, 
although John is totally disheartened by our decision, the broader long 
term interests of the troop and council must be served and John should 
not be permitted back into any role in Troop 27. Regarding the other 
matter you mention a-f allowing John to volunteer at Camp Yaw Paw, that 
decision is beyond the purvue of this committee and rests with the 
national scouting office and the Ridgewoad-Slen Rock Council Executive 
Committee. 

Although we consider our written replies to John ta be private, let us 
assure you that we went to great lengths to be honest, clear, and very 
sensitive in our explaination of this decision. In addition, Ptsgr. 
Holmes., our Pastor, met with John on two occasions to explain this 
decision and also try to convince him to search out other personally 
f ul f i 1 1 i ng out 1 ets for servi ce. 

We are sure that John appreciates your interest in his quest. For his 
sake, we hope your involvement has helped soften his frustration and 
anger with this currently irrevocable decision. If you could convince 
John to find other avenues for service besides scouting , you would be 
accomplishing a great deal to help this troubled and angry" young man 
find some peace.

Baled from toe, the one place of m=anlng> importance, and 
peace to him on this earth* Excamimicated for life frtm all his Maids and fellow scouts those 
wto think, act, live and do the sane values, ideals, and interests as himself; never to do anything 
of ™ortance to him again for the rest of his life. How can your best interests be served by repudiating 
in the sight of many the values and ways of dealing with other people that you are in the business 
to promote and which you require others to live . Is there no anneal, no way in which 
Zc. reduce the term of sentence? Mist I pay for this innocently and uninteitionaily incurred debt with 
every breath I take all the days of my life without being permitted to at least be working actively 
at reducing it? 

Ihere are those around me who would help return me to soon functioning place. .All but one are 
volunteers* But the paid people step in and prevent this. It is alaost as if there are two BSAs. 
One with its paid people who have their own books, values and training which they do not share with 
the bulk cf their members. And the rest of us who use other books and values ^ippTipH by- you which 
do not contain all the information that you have* can rightly exoect you to follow the' values that 
ycu supply us, but how can you expect us to accept and follow yak instructions and decrees trade to 
sane other standard when they conflict with values followed by sane of us for a lifenme? For sarnie: 
In cur brief discussion you expressed the view that the BSA is rabidly anti hamsexual* Not by the 
values o£j±e scout law - quite the contrary. HX of the population of the world is born or fanned

had vasectomy because I wanted to have the betxosexual expierences others around me said that they 
preferred and which I cane, right near the end* to realise could never happen as long as there was 
more than zero percent chance of conceiving a new life and putting another through an expierence that 
I would not accept for myself for anything. How can any man ever at any time put himself where he 
could acddently creat a new life that he was not fully ready, willing and able to care for? Ibis is 
the expressed policy of the ESA (profeshionai) and conflicts with several of the scout laws and is 
not expressed in either the Scout handbook or the ScanMaster's handbook* A single sentance added 
to the part of the (new to ne) Scoutmaster's handbook dealing with the sending of the homosexual 
scout for help would make it part of our literature* "... assist hint in securing help." Simply add 
For it is not possible for one to be both a homosexual and a scout at the sace time. I don't 
know, but does being a profeshionai bypass the values required of the others? Did he never really 
learn them or has time and occupation put them so far away that they have lost some of the hold that 
they should have on his decisions? The business man with wealth, power and influence versus the little 
guy who may possibly have only the sim p ler values to hold on to. Perhaps only a job to the profeshionai 
who could easily take his skills and abilities elswhere* We each work(ed) at it seme 20CO hours each 
year , the profeshionai gets his paycheck and livelyhood and I get no more than the satisfaction of 
doing what is the most important thing of this world; it is my life.

All three watching 
without kr&ang the details of , how hard. I am working to right the wrong chat for whatever reason 
I had dene* Hew will you explain your hypocrisy to them? Bow will you, or will you even 

bother, sooth the hurt and dispell the disilllousicnaent suffered by one of the most important members 
of cur local scouting ccnminity? r 4x> did and would help roe and who beleives in our teachings 
and who knows me well enough to dispute your claim that I am totally and completely and utterly worthless, 
useless new and forever. &>t salvageable under any aniitiLcns, for any purpose whatsoever. 
What will you tell the scout who has already asked? fT Thats not fair, you have already gaHrffprf the 
doctors, and it isn't the way they make us do it. And anyhow why can't you do southing where you 
are not working directly with the boys of your trcop for a while?" He knows — it hafcfened in Ms 
troop too (hit nobody thought to get the ran to propper medical attention) .Be probably would have 
been involved with me if I had not been made aware of the wrong that I had been doing. Even strongly 
suspecting that he had been a very close potential vjuena back then, Ms reaction to hearing the 
beginnings of my history was * r Thank you for telling me". Exactly the s^"** as X would expect from 
any scait because scouting caught me to react that way. The concept of an unpardonable sin in others 
does not exist in my mind because of my training in catholic scouting. 

The most widely used and accepted way cf healing a rift between peoples is good honest hard work 
by the wrongdoer alongside of, car at least in view of those he has offended. The experts have said 
that this should have started right away for the best benifixt cf all, especially the young people 
involved (who are new all 5 years older and probably all out of view). Without camattmsnt, premise 
or anything from others, I have worked at it this way* Giving over 800 hours of cnnn.Trd.ty service to 
scouring at and for Canp Yaw few in 1981,1583 and 1984. With 97 % of it between October 20, 1983 and 
October 4 of this year. I have worked with men who have known known me since I was a boy and with 
others who grew up with me in scouting here. All of them expect the extra hard work Sot me for this 
is the way I have always reacted to the needs of our council at canp. I do not know how many knew 
of my illness, it wasn't publicized. Bcw many did Mr. Ffflippsky, and just recently Mr* Penrose cell? 
Those who don't knew accept it as my normal response; those who do, see me breaking my back to right 
a wrong that they do not knew I had no intention of mmri.trt'ng. I have worked alongside of and even 
given direction to men frcm my church that do knew. Even providing transportation far the one man 
who for 2D years has never been afraid to take me to task over anything he considered incorrect, 
without so much as a question to me or to my presence* Is there no longer any positive example to 
others in the sight of cne striving with all Ms might to right a' wrong that for whatever reason he 
has contacted? Working hard without having a chance to enjoy any of the fun. Afasolutly none? I have 
sade much progress at making peace with those around me because I could, on cccasi.cn, be where the 
people I had to reach might be. Would you purposely hault this healing process that must and will 
go en until I am at peace with every member of my troop - past and present, young and old? I knew 
chat given Que this can be dene. Is it not the right of those around me, who knew me, to determine 
weather or not I am fit for anything or not? Do you knew me so well as to be able to make that decision 
fairly? Are ycu close enough to what is going an to recognize and see the attitude and willingness 
to learn and to work hard that I can, do and will shew to those who are arcund me? Or has reccgnition 
of these values in others gone away too? Are you so afraid that the little merit gained each hour, 
as it is supposed to do, will in time erase the debt I have incurred? 

I have fought a permanent,, incurable and disabeling illness every day of my life since age seven, 
one that was supposed to put me in a wheelchair for life. The chair is s&21 there in the future 
and a whole lot closer than I would like. Che that pre v e n ted a normal, despite appearances, interaction 
with others. It throws out almost any and all assmptiois that ycu would make based en your own 
expierences while growing up. Think about it - for many years longer than normal almost anywhere the 
boy went a parent had to go too, for transportation or because no one would have the crippled child 
without the parent or sane other close supervision. An illness that isolated me almost totally from 
others all dumiiig schooling and for sane rime after. Cbuncaling has pointed out that even new it 
does so, for people find it harder and mare difficult to deal with one who has a disability and therefore 
most take the easy way out* they don't- Ycu people found cut at the same time I did that I had this 
sprrnrt illness. Tour Mcv Ffllippsky and our Msgr. Holmes sent me to someone - a detective as it turned 
out who took the inf ac i rafic n and* advised me that I had a curable illness and provided a doctor's 
nana with the help of devisicn of youth and family services. His boss the proseaxtcr said that he 
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«ao uiuiy goui^ uo seme SB witn it" Co insure tnat I went to and continued treanraic to the end 
(which was the fall of Effi) so as not to have it reoccur. The jud^said tot I was to go to see 
the doctor and report (j^Paoout it for three years. The state di^Bbstic and treatment center for 
this checked me out and in effect said that I was not canpulsive, not habitual and not severe enough 
for them to bother with. The doctors said it was no problem, and these are not sane general practidoners 
but people who have spent many amy years researching and dealing with human sexuality. They provided 
lots of inf orraticn most of which I had been unaware of and roost importantly lowered my sex drive 
to where it should normally have been for me by reducing the testosterone level in my body ( the 
reason I cmtinue with them, to get the drug which is very new to this use, is that the agreement 
is to continue monitoring for side effects and hi-weekly reporting so as to judge its effectiveness; 
this for as long as prac t ical which is (X by me and the term is indefinite at this point*). The hormone 
level cannot be changed without drugs, the mind has no control over it and it cannot be recognized 
as a problem without considerable sexual knowlage* I have successfully fought this second and cnreaale 
illness and will continue to fight its effects along with the polio* I will really know the aire 
when it is recognized by the people of my Church and I can stand in the presence of the members of 
my troop there. I find it impossible to beieive that you would have so little trust in those kinds 
of experts that you would go to when you finf or think you have a medical problan; if you even recognize 
it befor seme episode makes it known, clear to all and public knowlage. 

Will you insist that I carry this ignarantly earned title with me to the grave? Dbesa't one 
have to work at keeping a title, however earned, in order for it to continue to be applicable? I 
have not only worked very hard to shed this unintentionally earned title doming the last 4| years 
but have worked so very much harder and longer to earn and keep the title of scout .1 will continue 
to do both. Can you honestly and with a clear conscience condemn a person anywhere, anytime, anyplace 
for anything done in ignorance, due to aissinformaticn provided by normally acceptable and reliable 
sources? Cue to an organic or physical ml function unknown and unsuspected? Can you really in your 
heart hold that person morally responsible? Have you forgotten the value of moral support as it is 
railed, the encouragesent, hope and outright help of one's friends that is so vital to successfully 
combating any sickness? 

When we met on 10 - 25 I had driven there in a car belonging to one of my victims* tfe have cans 
to terms to such an extent that we can even fly together, a situation where there must be complete 
and total crust in whoever is doing the piloting and absolutly no tension between the pilots* At 
that meeting where we never even got to H-i .grass at all how there "couldn't be a reoccurance of my 
illness, you met one who is an exception to the statement in out* current Scoutmaster fr s handbook ( a 
far more informative section ohan I had to work with, but still incomplete)* " A boy of 15 or so 
cannot be assured to be acting cut of innocence.'* I r *as not only innocent at 15, but at 25 and still 
very much so, just beginning to reach out to others this ^ay, at 34 when my ignorance was exposed 
to all, myself included* Sex education had been left to " Mr. Seme Body Else " who turned out to 
be, and late at that, seme of the young men around me who **ere quite sexually active* Mo one else 
had ever cared enough or thought enough of it to share this skill and knowlage with me. Especially 
one of those 15 year olds mentioned above* Be was able, with knowlage and expierence ask for and 
share with words and descriptions 1 later found to be correct* The training received from BSA, the 
only guidelines to working with young peopit as I have dene since 19, has been sunned up more than 
once as 1f They are not children (kids) , they are young men* Treat them the sane as you would any 
other person*" I saw from afar hew he was treated, the same way scouting has taught me to deal with 
all people*. How come it can never ever be made to work for me? Did this learning expierence cause 
me to cease to be another person? Be was granted immediate continuance and yet he walks around with 
a 40 % chance of doing the same as I did* My fault*. If he isn't still in scouting, I know him well 
enough to beieive that there is a 90 - 95 Z chance he will be again. 

The BSA gave me all sorts of training. Making Sure that I could tie a knot* check a menue, dig 
a latrine,* fill out a farm and which one and so on* You assured nothing that was important when it 
came to dealing with scouts*, But absolutly nothing on htran sexuality as it applied to young men 
even, was it assured that tr Seme Body ELse fr supplied it? No one ever mentioned, that young people of 
scout age go through a strong homosexual phase or that it was possible to actually and physically 
love themv Until I had started treatment NO 0UE r NO HUMAN" BEING*. NO GROUP OF PEOPLE 
HAD EVER IE91BSTD THE SEXUAL ABJSE CP TOE EEGFLE IN MT H&SENCS IN m m®ER r £HAFE» CR KM, 
" te£T?" Vtet of the other 59- unreported incidents that went on for my one reported one* And yet your 
bock tells you that I can never or ever recover recover from this expierence* No matter how or why; 
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or what I do in the future, there is absolutiy no possibility of recovery fron it* AH this contrary 
to the ways of living aoA^aling with others that you require of ^tfirough the bocks that you supply 
us. The values you are :Musiness to prorate which say that it IS^Bsihle and demands that it be" 
given a chance. An Illness that was guaranteed to occur as surely as if the people around ae purpcsly 
arranged things so that it could happen. You would destroy the entire foundation of and a man's life 
over it without even a full and impartial hearing. You would convince ma that I have lived a gigantic 
lie all my life? To have perpetuated such a mamouth hoax all these years on those around me would 
be a crime so ouch greater than any you could conceive of me ever having actually camdtted. Arai T t 
these values supposed to be used and held to even when things go wrong? You would repudiate the 
entire systsn of values that we share without doing it face to face? You have to do it by letter, 
Mr penrose did it by letter and I suspect he was shamed into delivering it by hand and he was beet 
red the entire time he was in my house and he had to let the letter speak for him. You feel the wrongness 
in flushing a hunan being, one of voir 0*1 people for years and years, down the sewrer perh ap s? 
Instead shoiid ycu not be looking, as we have been tangfrt to do, for sane good, however small, and 
finding sane way in which to use- it? 

Qid the discovery of this tarn me instaneously into evil incarnate? With every good and the 
ability to do gocd completely wiped cut? Do you expect 30 years of living the values of scouting 
nd shareing them with others to dissappear and go away by decree? Is the drive and determination that all around 

applauded as ded ica t i o n, and devotion to my troop going to gp away anytime diart of my death? Especially 
when my ccomttmsnt to serving God in this life is to use every resource at my « umm rt to faring the 
best possible catholic scouting program to the youth of Saint Catharine for as long as I live. WltMn 
two days at wood badge t the other men recognized my sensitivity and my total devotion to my troop. 
And by the end of the week one was able to say n You are too gpd darned honest for this world-" Yet 
I cculd not complete even the course there for I was unable to honestly set attainable goals in more 
than one area for I was totally camdtted and already doing the best I could. 

The activation to push this body through things it really wouldn f t do has been scouting. The 
only real oxstivatiai to doing my best throughout my treatment has been to be fit to fuilfill my obligations 
to my troop- to eventually be able to support it as much as possible under whatever restrictions 
might be found necessary by cur ccmm.ttee. It is not possible to present to me a cureable iHngcs 
i and not have me working unceasingly l^my life when I do daily fight the one tint is incureable* I 

get satisfaction and fulfillment from shareing scouting with the. youth of my parish far beyond 
anything anyone could or would pay me for . The recent advice cf a priest when my motavatim was 
questioned was rr As long as ycu do it for love of God, neighbor and self, reguardless of what others 
my think of your motivation, do it. You may even on occasion have to break the prohibiticns put 
forth by others." 

The c±ds has long since past when I need a piece of paper to tell me or those around me that 
I am a scout. [ I an however careful not to present myself as a registered representative of the 
3SA ] Its lack oily prevents we from sharing the joys and rewards that cane fron scouting. No declaration 
or decree can or will unmake this scout unless it is possible to also destroy in Mm all the values 
of scouting. Ibis expierence has made me a better scout not a worse one. Almost everywhere I go I 
am known as a scout. I do not have a single friend, young or old, who is not now a scout or who was 
not previously a scout. My disability marks me as a figure that is hard to forget. *My virtually one 
cf a kind vehicle has been known all over the area as that of a scout for 18 years. I can still go 
into a store and be greeted by ft Here comes the scouts" Almost no one who knows more than my name 
and face doesn't knew or soon find out from others that I am a 9ccct and that scouting cooes first 
befor anything else in my life. And as Dr. Martian Luther King jr. said it ,r A man isn't a man unless 
he has son eth i n g he is willing to die for." Scouting is my only claim to that title. The same kncwlage 
to the young people with whom I interact almost daily. It is obvious after knowing me only a short 
time* I WAS VSENG. BUT I WAS NOT WCERHM in the informatian that I had acted on and not a single 
yajng person has been in danger since the day I was given the correct information- Not the scouts I 
saw cn that very day or the cne that visited with me t±isafternocn or any of the other young people 
who have been around we inbetween. Same are, have been or occassicnally will be scouts; in my town and 
in others. Some knew my history, most do not, while I must leave the yr-tftv working on scouting 
with those who are scouts to their registered leaders, I do and will continue to encourage them and 
to pranote scouting at every opcirtunity for I knew that it works when everyone gives it a chance to. 
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Sccuting teaches one to stand up for what is right even if others laugh or threaten him- It 
has caused m to swear an oath to help other people at all times and to do my duty to God. Ch the 
night of my Vigil Honor ordeal, in additicn to the cerencnies themselves, I stood befor my God and 
voed to bring catholic scouting to the young men of Saint Catharine, igd pg every resource I could 
carmand for as long as I shall live, fcben you attack this c ouuLttum t you attack my faith. So far 
I have withstood all attacks en it. To turn my back on it would be to deliberately dam my soul 
and I will not do that deliberately. I oust and I will find way to do this duty to God. Even 
in the face of this adversity. It is right for those at all levels to be guided by the basic values 
that we share with the young people around us. It is right and proper to fr' ghr for letting these 
be used by those who would use them toward one who got involved in sansthing beyond his skill, knowlage 
and expierence. Setae people have fought for a hopeless cause even to the farfiture af their life, 
in the beleif that what they were doing was right, and they were later declared " hero". 

Tcu said it several times in cur conversation - over my denials and you state it in your letter. 
I did not then and do not new request re-entry as a volunteer leader. That I want it and will always 
work to earn it should by new be obvious. But I will not request it from region or national until 
I have earned the backing and support of my troop carcnittee, my church its spencer, and the volunteers 
in the council who knew toa. I ask only far the oporcunity to wade at redeeming myself in front of 
or at least in view of those of my friends and fellow scouts who were aad/cr are offended by my illness 
(especially our local prcfeshimal). At the local couadl level by working at Camp Yaw Paw where I 
have already made such a good start ( with the knowlage of and I had thought the blessing of your 
profeshicnal as I had talked with him cn the phone from there several times, twice when I was the 
sole occupant of camp). .And at the troop level where an equal opcrtunity exists that I know I should 
eventually take advantage of if you would lift the prohibition placed on them recognizing me eoLstance. 
I caused a building to be built at my church for us to recycle newspapers. It is a regular, co-going 
and almost daily thing that can be dene with no one or only another adult. I will how, some 
way, sane day make anends with these people, even if with no others for I must work at fullalling 
my vows and be at peace with those with whom I worship an Sundays. Will you threaten them with loss 
of charter or whatever if they, bc**ever belatedly, come to realize their ofaKgaticns? After all the 
charter belongs to the sponcer who can and should give direction so the troop. Ibey may rensmfaer 
as scoits to help one of their people, as catholics for several reasons including perhaps that we 
pray together fcrgive us cur tresspasses as we forgive those who tresspass against us."? 

Can there not be a reconsideration at this time or the near future where it would be possible 
for we to present my case to others? Bopefully those who have lived as close to the basic values 
of boy scouting for as long as I have and who are not required by their bock to reject me simply 
because at one one I learned sanething twenty years too late fran the wrong teachers. 

Today the Christian world celebrates the birth of a Man. A Man whose teachings are reflected 
in every part of being a scout. >hy Be grant guidance and insite to all and the courage for each 
of us to do what we knew in our hearts is right.

If such a request canes, 5 - 10 - L5 - 20 years or when ever, it will care from my fellow scouts 
at Saint Catharine church and I said so at Christinas* Perhaps such an assumption is why I was told 
by Mr. Penrose to go see saneone at region in the first place. Unless it be that I was working too 
hard at paying a debt that becomes greater and more important to work at paying with every rejection 
of my feeble efforts to repay it* 

My sole purpose in visiting region in October, any and all doaraentatiaa presented, and the 
purpose of ray appeal at Christinas was and is to be able to continue to work at redeeming myself in 
front of ary fellow scouts here in Ghaci Rock for being so ignorant of and unfamiliar with all of 
human sexuality that I could make a mistake that you ail new refuse even the hum necessity of an 
oportunity to work at redeermng oneself in view of those one has offended* You have the resources 
to let that continue: A caup ranger and his family willing to live what you and we teach to others 
and give me the oportunity to work at it by helping him at caup on weekdays.

I 
will ask them where are the true scouts like Ray Banta and those others who taught me that our 
values must be lived at all times and at any cost, even in our business dedssians? I will ask if

To Whom It May Concern: 

Mr. John Deneke is currently in treatment In our clinic to 
reduce his sexual drive. He had completed the standard psychological 
treatment given here at the cMnic, but returned in Fall of 1983 
voluntarily, when he felt further treatment was necessary. He was 
placed on Provera, a medication which he has taken daily for the 
past year. This medicine has been shown to decrease sexual arousal 
and drive. We have been following his response on a weekly basts 
and he has shown no recurrence of interest in sexually deviant or 
inappropriate behavfor white on the medication. 

Based on the above, it is my feeling that Hr . Deneke have a 
trial of returning to scouting as long as he continues on this 
medication, that he continues to be seen at the clinic every two 
weeks, that^he has regular blood tests to insure that he is taking 
the medication, and that he has regular lab measurements to determine 
his level of sexual arousal. As long as he complies with this, his 
chances of engaging in sexually inappropriate behavior would be less 
than 5%. The Boy Scouts of America must make the decision as to 
whether or not Hr. Deneke can be involved in scouting, but if you have

la our phcne conversation of 10 - 16 - 84 at which we set up our supposedly first neeting ( of 
10 25 - 84 ) you indicated that I should be prepared to answer, eventually, soul searching questions 
fran many people. Cur meeting I understood was a preliminary one and a deeper Hi.cn^m would follow 
the submissi o n of additional information. I have been preparing mentaly and spiiitualy since than for 
the second and what should have been the more important meeting. Your letter of Etomber 12 has it 
all wrapped up already. Tied with a bo* and delivered just in time for ChristHBs. 

Hat can the BSA have given careful consideraticn when you have yet to let me present my case? I 
didn t even have the doctors' reccannendatioa in my hands until Decanber 5. Orcunstances do often 
alter cases. You can so easily take the life of a hum being? Gcndam him, in his absence and without 
an impartial beezing, to a life sentance. Exiled from ham, the cne place of marring, importance, and 
peace to him an this earth. Excannjnicated for life fron all Ms friends and fellow scouts — those 
wno think, act, live and do the sase values, ideals, and interests as himself; never to do anything 
of importance to him again for the rest of his life. How can your best interests be served by repudiating 
hi the sight of many the values and ways of dealing with otter people that you are in the business 
to promote and which you require others to live . Is there no appeal, no way in whidi 
to reduce the term of sentence? Must I pay for this innocently and unintentionally incurred debt with 
every breach I take all the days of ay life without being permitted to at least be working actively 
at reducing it? 

There are those around we who wculd help return me to seme functioning place. All but cne are 
volunteers. But the paid people step in and prevent this. It is almost as if there are two BSAs. 
One with its paid people who have their own books, values and training which they do not share with 
the bulk or their members, And t±e rest of us who use other bocks and values supplied by you which 
do not contain all the information that you have, fce can rightly expect you to follow the values that 
you supply us, but how can you expect us to accept and follow your insmjcticns and decrees made to 
sane other standard whan they conflict with values followed by sore of us for a lifecise? For example: 
In our brief discussion you expressed the view that the BSA is rabidly and tanosexual. Not by the 
values of the scout law - quite the contrary. 1CK of the population of the world is born or fanned 
( by age 7 to 9 ) this way and the experts admit that they don't definitely know vhv or how. To make 
a hanosexual into a hetrosexual (or vice versa for that matter) is an extremely long, difficult, 
expensive and t±ae consuming process whidi is almost totally dependedt on the patient's activation 
and determination to convert fron one to the otter. Do you give this person, when he or she discovers 
it at whatever age, the chance to choose one over the other? Scouting* or his sexual orientation? I am 
glad I never will have to choose between the two. Yes I have had sen* such expierences but then again 
so has 60 % of the population of this country at one time or another in their" lives.- 1 have even 
had a vasectomy because I wanted to have the hetrosexual expierences others around me said that they 
preferred and which I came, right near the end, to realise could never bappei as long as there was 
more than zero percent chance of conceiving a new life and putting another through an expolerence that 
I would not accept for myself for anything, ffew can any man ever at any tine put himself where he 
could accidently creet a new life that he was not fully ready, willing and able to care for? This is 
the expressed policy of the BSA (profeshional) and conflicts with several c£ the scout laws and is 
not expressed in either the Scout handbook or the Scoutmaster's handbook. A single sentance added 
to the part of the (new to ma) Scoutmaster's handbook dealing with the sending c£ the barosexual 
scout for help wculd make it part of cur literature. "... assist him in securing help. ,f Simply add 
For it is not possible for cne to be both a hnrrvyxuai and a scout at the saae time. I don't 
know, but does being a profeshixml bypass the values required of the others? Did he never really 
learn than or has time and occupation put them so far away that they have lost some of the hold that 
they should have on his f te n.s r . on s? Ihe business man with wealth, power aod influence versus the little 
guy who nay possibly have only the simpler values to hold ai to. fehaps only a job to the profeshional 
wto could easily take Ms skills and ahffTin'ps elswhere. Me each work(ed) at it sen* 2000 hours each 
year, the profeshional gets his paycheck and livelyhood and I get no more than the satisfaction of 
doing what is the most important thing of this world; it is my life. 
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through his first year of scenting in my troop. In the presence of bis parents, he shock ay hand &;d 
wished me a Merry Chris^k* All three knowing what had happened, not why. AH three matching 
without knowing the detJHS of, how hard I an working to right tbe^Kng ttst far whatever reason 
I had done. Hew will you explain your hypocrisy to then? How will you, or will you even 

bother, sooth the hurt and dispell the disill i c usi aiuen t suffered by one of the most ixnportant members 
of our local scouting cainunity? who did and would help me and who beleives in our frvrir teachings 
and who knows rne well enough to dispute your claim that I am totally and completely and utterly worthless, 
useless now and forever, Not salvageable under any conditions, for any purpose whatsoever. 
What will you tell the scout who has already asked? " Thats not fair, you have already satisfied the 
doctors, and it isn't the way they sake us do it* And anyhow why can't you do something where you 
are not working directly with the boys of your troop far a while?" He knows — it bafrfeneri in his 
troop too (but nobody thought to get the man to propper medical attention)^ probably would have 
been involved with me if I had not been made aware of the wrong that I had doing* Even strongly 
suspecting that he had been a very close potential victim back than, bis reaction to hearing the 
beginnings of my history was ,f Thank you for telling me". Exactly the sane as I would expect front 
any scout because scouting taught me to react that way. The concept of an unpardonable sin in others 
does not exist in my mwd because of coy training in mrhnlir scouting. 

The most widely used and accepted way of healing a rift between peoples is good honest hard work 
by the wrongdoer alo ngside of, or at least in view of those he has offended. The experts have said 
that this should have started right away far the best bem'fft of all, especially the young people 
involved (who are now all 5 years older and probably all out of view)* Without camrlttment, promise 
or anything from others, I have worked at it this way. Giving over 800 hours of caimmty service to 
scouting at and for Gamp Yaw Raw in 1981,1983 and 1984. With 97 % of it between October 20, 1983 and 
October 4 of this year. I have worked with men who have known known he since I was a boy and with 
others who grew up with we in scouting here. All of them expect the extra hard work from me for this 
is the way I have always reacted to the needs of our council at carp. I do not know bow many know 
of my illness, it wasn't publicized. How many did Mr. Pillippsky, and just recently Mr. Penrose tell? 
Those who don't know accept it as my normal response; those who do, see me breaking my back to right 
a wrong that they do not know I had no intention of oamatting. I have worked alongside of and even 
given direction to men frcm my church that do know. Even providing transportation for the one man 
who for 20 years has never been afraid to take me to task over anything he considered incorrect, 
without so much as a question to me or to m presence* Is there no longer any positive example to 
others in the sight of one striving with all his might to right a wrong that far whatever reason he 
has ca mn ttad? Working hard without having a chance to enjoy any of the fun* Absolutiy none? I have 
made ouch progress at making peace with those around me because I could* on occasion, be where the 
people I had to reach aight be. Would you purposely hault this healing process that must and will 
go cn until I am at peace with every member of my troop - past and present, young and old? I know 
that given tim e this can be done. Is it not the right of those around me, who know me, to dteteranne 
weather or not I am fit for anything or not? Do you know me so wail as to be able to make that decision 
fairly? Are you close erxxigh to what is going on to recognize and see the attitude and willingness 
to learn and to work hard that I can, do and will show to those who are around me? Or has recognition 
of these values in others gone away too? Are you so afraid that the little merit gained each hour, 
as it is supposed to do, will in time erase the debt I have incurred? 

I have fought a permanent, incurable and disabeliag illness every day of my life since age seven, 
one that was supposed to put me in a wheelchair for life. The chair is still there in the future 
and a whole lot closer than I would like. Cne that prevented a normal, despite appearances, interaction 
with others. It throws out almost any and all assumptions that you would make based on your own 
expierences while growing up* Think about it - for many years longer than normal almost anywhere the 
boy went a parent had to go too, for Q3nsportari.cn or because no one would have the crippled child 
without the parent or same other close supervision. An- itlnpss that isolated me almost totally from 
others all durning schooling and for some time after. Cbunceling has pointed out that even now it 
does so, for people find it harder and more difficult to deal with one who has a di.slbility and therefore 
most take the easy way out. they don't* You people found out at the same time I did that I had this 
second illness. Your Mr* Fillippsky and our Msgr* Holmes sent me to someone - a detective as it turned 
out who took the information and advised me that I had a nirafrfp illness and provided a doctor r s 
name with the help of devisicn of youth and family services* His boss the prosecutor said that be 
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(which was the fail of 1962) so as not to have it reoccur. The judge said that I was to go to see 
the doctor and report bag^ibcut it for three years. The state dia^^zic and treatment center for 
this checked oh cut and Effect said that I was not canpulsive, r^hahitual and not severe enough 
for them to bother with, The doctors said it '-as no problem, and these are not sane general pracucicners 
but people who have spent many many years researching and dealing with hum sexuality* Ihey provided 
lots of inf ormtion most of which I had been unaware of and most importantly lowered my set drive 
to where it should normally have been for me by reducing the testosterone level in ray body ( the 
reason I continue with than, to get the drug which is very new to this use, is that the agreement 
is to continue monitoring for side effects and bi-weekly reporting so as to judge its effectiveness; 
this for as long as practical which is (X by me and the term is indefinite at this point.)- The hormone 
level cannot be changed without drugs, the mind has no control over it and it cannot be recognized 
as a problem without considerable sexual knowlage. I have successfully fought this second and cureahle 
i ll ne s s and will caitinue to fight its effects along with the polio* I will really know the cure 
when it is recognized by the people of my Church and I can stand in the presence of the manners of 
my troop there. I find it Impossible to beleive that you would have so little trust in those kinds 
of experts that you would go to whaa you finf or think you have a mprHraT problem; if you eweo recognize 
it befor some episode makes it known, clear to all and public knowlage. 

Will you insist that I carry this ignorantly earned title with me to the grave? Doesn't ore 
have to work at keeping a title, however earned, in order for it to continue to be applicable? I 
have not only worked very hard to shed this unintentionally earned title durning the last 4£ years 
but have worked so very much harder and longer to earn and keep the title of scout.I will continue 
to do both. Can you honestly and with a clear conscience ccndam a person anywhere, anytime, anyplace 
for anything dene in ignorance, due to imLssinformation provided by normally acceptable and reliable 
sources? Ebe to an organic or physical malfunction unknown and unsuspected? Can you really in your 
heart hold that person morally responsible? fee you forgotten the value of moral support as it is 
called, the encouragement, hope and outright help of one's friends that is so vital to successfully 
combating any sickness? 

When we net on 10 - 25 I had driver, there in a car belonging to one of my victims* We have ccae 
to terms to such an extent that we .can even fly together, a situation where there must be complete 
and total trust in whoever is doing the piloting and absoiurly no tension between the pilots/ At 
that meeting where we never even got to discuss at all how there couldn't be a recccurance of my 
illness, you met one who is an exception to the statement in out current Scoutmaster's handbook* ( a 
far more informative section than I had to work with, but still incomplete). " A boy of 15 or so 
cannot be assured to be acting out of innocence. " I was not only innocent at 15, but at 25 and still 
very much so, just beginning to reach out to others this way, at 34 when my ignorance was exposed 
to all, myself included. Sex education had been left to fT Mr. Some Body Else " who turned out to 
be r and late at that, some of the young men around me who were quite sexually active* No one else 
had ever cared enough or thought enough of it to share this skill and knowlage with me* Especially 
one of those 15 year olds mentioned above. He was able, with knowlage and expierence ask for and * 
share with words and discriptions 1 later found to be correct. The training received from BSA, the 
only guidelines to working with young peoplt as I have done since 19, has been sunned up more than 
once as ,r Ihey are not children (kids) T they are young men. Treat them the as you would any 
other person." I saw from afar how he was treated, the same way scouting has taught me to deal with 
all people. How cane it can never ever be made to work for me? Did this learning expierence cause 
me to cease to be another person? Be was granted immediate continuance aid yet ha walks around with 
a 40 Z chance of doing the same as I did. My fault- If he isn't still in scouting, I know him well 
enough to beleive that there is a 90 - 95 % chance he will be again. 

The BSA gave me all sorts of training. Making Sure that I could tie a knot, check a msnue, dig 
a latrine, fill out a farm and which one and so on. You a-oamprf nothing that was important when it 
came to dealing with scouts. Eut absolutly nothing on human sexuality as it applied to young men 
even, was it ass um ed that rr Some Body Else" supplied it? No one ever mentioned that young people of 
scout age go through a strong homosexual phase or that it was possible to actually and physically 
love them. ChtxL 1 had started treatment MO ONE. MO HUMAN BEING* NO GROUP OF PEOPLE

given a chance. An Ulne^mat was guaranteed to occur as surely the people around me purpcsl^ 
arranged things so that it could happen, You would destroy the entire foundation of and a nan's life 
over it without even a full and impartial hearing. You would convince m that I have lived a yynnr 
lie all my life? To have perpetuated such a nanouth hoax all these years on those around me would 
be a crime so much greater than any you could conceive of me ever having actually carraittad. Aren't 
these values supposed to be used and held to even when things go wrong? Ycu would repudiate the 
entire system of values that we share without doing it fa™* to face? You have to do it by letter, 
Mr penrose did it by letter and I suspect he was shamed into delivering it by hand and he was beet 
red the entire time he was in my house and he bad to let the letter speak for him. You feel the wrongness 
in flushing a hunan being, one of your own people for years and years, down the sewrer perhaps? 
Instead should ycu not be looking, as we have been taught to do, for seme good, however saall, and 
finding seme way in which to use it? 

Did the discovery of this turn me instaneously into evil incarnate? With every good and the 
anility to do good canpletely wiped out? Ib you expect 30 years of living the values of y«ffr"fng 
•nd shareing them with others to dissappear and go away by decree? Is the drive and det^rMnaticn that all around 

applauded as d ed ic at i on and devotion to my troop going to go a«ay anytime short .of .my. death?. Especially 
when my coirrn .ttment to serving God in this life is to use every resource at my rrmremH to bring the 
best possible cathdhsz scouting pro gr am to the youth of Saint Catharine for as long as I live, Within 
two days at wood badge, the other men recognized my sensitivity and my total devotion to my troop. 
And by the end of the week one was able to say ,T You are too god damned honest for this world." Yet 
I ccuid not complete even the course there for I was unable to honestly set attainable goals in more 
than one area for I was totally crmrritted and already doing the best I could.

The activation to push this body through things it really wouldn't do has been scouting. The 
only real motivation to doing m best throughout my treatment has bean to be fit to fullfill my obligations 
to my troop- to eventually be able to support it as much as possible under vnatever restrictions 
sight be found necessary by our cannittee. It is not possible to present to me a cureable -fnnpgg 
and not have me working unceasingly i^-tny life when I do daily fight the one that is incureeble. I 
get satisf action and firHfillrrmt from sharexng scouting with the youth of my parish far beyond 
anything anyone could or would pay for . The recent advice of a priest when my motivation was 
questioned was " As long as you do it for love of God, neighbor and self, reguardless of what others 
nay think of your motivation, do it. Ycu may even on occasion have to break the prohibitions put 
forth by others." 

Ihe time has long since past when I need a piece of paper to tg)7 me or those around me that 
I am a scout. [ I an however careful not to present myself as a registered' representative of the 
BSA ] Its lack only prevents me from sharing the joys and rewards that come from scouting. Mo declaration 
or decree can or will unmake this scout unless it is possible to also destroy in him all the values 
of scouting. This expierence has made me a better scout not a worse one. Almost everywhere I go I 
am known as a scout. I do not have a single friend, young or old, who is not now a scout or who was 
not previously a scout. My disability marks me as a figure that is hard to forget. My virtually one 
of a kind vehicle has been known all over the area as that of a scout for 18 years. I can still go 
into a store and be greeted by ,r Here corps the scouts" Almost no one who knows more than my nane 
and face doesn't know or soon find out from others that I am a scout and that scouting rrm~* first 
befor anything else in my life. And as Dr. Martian Luther King Jr. said it rT A am isn't a nen unless 
he has southing he is willing to die for." Scouting is my only Haim to that title. Ihe sare knowlage 
to the young people with whan I interact almost daily. It is obvious after knowing me only a short 
time. I WAS wfOC. BUT I WAS NOT UNCERJTAN in the infarmaticn that I had acted on and not a single 
young person has been in danger since the day I was given the correct information. Not the scouts I j 
saw on that very day or the one that visited with me thisafternoon or any of the other young people 
who have been around me inbetween. Some are r have been or occasionally will be scouts; in my town r.nr; 
in others. Some know my history, most do not. khile I mist leave the specific working on scouting 
with those who are scouts to their registered leaders, I do and will continue to encourage them and i 
to promote scouting at every oportunity for I know that it works when everyone gives it a chance to. 
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Securing teaches c4feo stand up for what is right even if o^^b laugh cet threaten him* It 
has caused me to swear IKath to help other people at ail times and to do my duty to God. Cn the 
night of my Vigil Honor ordeal, in addition to the ceremonies themselves, I stood befar my God and 
vcued to bring catholic scouting to the young men of Saint Catharine, using every resource I could 
ctraiBnd for as loig as I shall live* When you attack this c u uid ttme ot yai attack ray faith. So far 
I have withstood all attacks cn it. To turn my beck on it wild be to deliberately Ham ray soul 
and I will not do that deliberately* I roust and I will fbd sane way to do this duty to God* Even 
in the face of this adversity* It is right for those at all levels to be guided by the te<n> values 
that we share with the ycung people arexmd us* It is right and proper to fight for letting these 
be used by those who wculd use then toward one who got involved in sanething beyend has skill* knawlage 
and expierence. Sous people have fought for a hopeless cause even to the forfeiture af their life, 
in the beleif that what they were doing was right, and they ware later declared " tet>'\ 

Ycu said it several dices in cur conversaticn - over my' denials and you state it in your letter* 
I did not then and do not new request re-entry as a volunteer leader* That I want it and will always 
work to earn it shaild by new be obvious* But I will not request it froa regicn or national until 
I have earned the backing and support of my troop camrlttee, my church its spencer, and the volunteers 
in the cajncil who kro* me* I ask only for the oportunity to work at redeeming myself in front: of 
or at least in view of those of my friends and fellow scouts who were and/or are offended by my in™**? 
(especially cur local professional). At the local council level by working at Camp Yaw few where I 
have already node such a good start ( with the knowlage of and I had thought the blessing of your 
prof eshicnal as I had talked with him cn the phone froa there several tunes, twice when I was the 
sole occupant of camp)* And at the troop level where an equal oportunity exists that I know I should 
eventually take advantage of if you would lift the prohibition placed on them recognizing m existance. 
I caused a building to be built at my church for us to recycle newspapers. It is a regular, co-going 
and almost daily thing that can be done with no cne or oily another adult. I will go ne lw, sane 
way, sane day sake amends with these people, even if with no others for I mist work at fuilfilling 
m vows and be at peace with those with whan I worship cn Sundays. Will yai threaten then with loss 
of charter or whatever if they, however belatedly, care to realize their obligations? After all the 
charter belongs to the spencer who can and should give direction to the troop* Ihey aay remember 
as scouts to help one of their people, as catholics for several reasons including perhaps that we 
pray together rr forgive us our tresspasses as we forgive those who tresspass a^inst us*"? 

Can there not be a reconsideration at this time or the near future where it would be possible 
for we. to present any case to others? Hopefully those who have lived as close to the basic values 
of boy scouting for as long as I have and who are not required by their book to reject we simply 
because at one time I learned something cwenty years too late fran the wrong teachers. 

Today the Christian world celebrates the birth of a >fen. A Mm whose teachings are reflected 
in every part of being a scout. May He grant gtrtdence and insite to all and the courage for each 
of us to do what we know in our marts is right.

The following information pertains to my treatment of you from 
September 11, 1980, until April 23, 1981, here in the Sexual Behavior 
Clinic. You had requested that I provide you with information pertaining 
to your treatment. Please read over this letter so that you are quite 
familiar with its contents. I have included an additional copy for you, 
should you need it. 

To Whom It May Concern: 

John Deneke, 35 years of age, has been treated in the Sexual Behavior 
Clinic from 9/11/80, until 4/23/81, because of his arousal to young boys. 
During that time, he underwent 29-one and one half hour treatment sessions 
that included treatment to reduce his arousal to young boys, treatment to 
accelerate his arousal to adult sexual partners, social skills training 
(how to initiate and carry out conversation with pefcple you have just met), 
assertive training (haw to express your feelings towards others: how to 
ask for behavioral change in others), sex education and treatment to alter any 
cognitive distortions he has regarding the appropriateness of sexual involv- 
ment with young boys. 

John is now completed the intensive treatment outline above, and it is 
my recommendation that he be seen monthly over the next year here in the 
Sexual Behavior Clinic, to make certain that he continues to carry out the 
treatments that he has learned in the group therapy sessions- Qne~year from 
now, I would suspect that the frequency of these contacts could be reduced to 
once every six months, but really, we need to re-evaluate that problem a year 
from now and to make that judgement.

It is the resporaibility of the Division of Youth and Family Services 
to investigate, all child abuse and neglect referrals as outlined in N.J. 3. A. 
9:6-8*11. On April 22, 1980, the Division's Bergen County District Office 
received an allegation of abuse involving the above noted organization* I 
hare attached for your information* the results of the investigation concern- 
ing this allegation* 

As you. will note, abuse waar substantiated in this case as the alleged 
perpetrator admitted to sexually abusing one of the ccroiainants as well as 
other boys in his troop. 

The investigation was turned over to the Prosecutor's office where it 
resulted in the arrest of the perpetrator. He is currently awaiting sentenc- 
ing* 

In light of the fact that the incident has net apparently affected the 
boys, this office is. taking no* further action in this case. However , it is 
re contended that- scouts be educated regarding abuse and abusive situations. 
The children' . should be encouraged to report any known or suspected abuse to 
their parents or the Divisicrr of Youth and Family Services. 

Under the State confidentiality statute, N.J.S.A. 9:6-3.10a et seq., 
reports and records concerning. child abuse and neglect are confidential. In 
accordance with; the statute, bewever, we can release the attached report to 
you to help to ensure that proper care, -treatment or supervision is provided 
rot only to- the specific child or children involved here, but to all children 
under the. care-., and 'supervisim-pf the Boy Scouts of America* In conjunction 
with the. provision of proper care, these reports say be used in any investi- 
gations or. disciplinary actions you may find necessary. 

The law requires any agency or person receiving these- reports to 
preserve their confidentiality* and it provides for criminal penalties for
